LONDON, Nov 29, (Reuter): 
Britain may sanction a minis- 
terial meeting with aPLO official 
to register concern over US rejec- 
tion of the PLO's proclaimed 

S olicies of moderation, the 
idependent newspaper said 
today. 

The United States has refused 
PLO leader Yasser Arafat a visa 
for New York where he was due 
to address the United Nations 
General Assembly on Thursday. 

Britain's Foreign Office, echo- 
ing concern in several West 
European capitals, said yester- 
day it would have liked to see 
Arafat's speech go ahead. 

But it said the granting of a 
visa to Arafat was a matter for 
the US to decide.

The Independent said Britain 
was considering the possibility of 
ameeting between a junior 
Foreign Office minister and a 
FLO official to show disappoint- 
ment that Washington was 
unwilling to accept Arafat- It 
specified no sources. 

Foreign Office spokesmen 
said yesterday they would like to 
see Arafat confirm in New York 
PLO moves to reject “terrorism” 
and seek a basis for an inter- 
national conference on the Mid- 
dle East

US holds UN 
hostage to its 
policies: Arafat 


UNITED NATIONS, Nov 
29, (Agencies): Palestine 
Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) chief Yasser Arafat, 
calling the US denial of a visa 
for him a flagrant inter- 
ference, said today the United 
States had made the United 
Nations hostage to its will. 

In a message read on his behalf 
at a meeting here to mark the 
annual day of solidarity with the 
Palestinian people, Arafat term- 
ed the American attitude aggres- 
sive and appealed to all members 
to “stand in the face of this 
challenge.” 

“The United States adminis- 
tration, by pursuing such a 
policy, makes the United 
Nations hostage to its own will, 
subordinating it to geographic 
threats, financial blackmail and 
political pressures — all to serve 
its own will and policies, against 
international legitimacy,” 
Arafat said. 

Debate 

The General Assembly today 
postponed its annual debate on 
the Palestinian problem in order 
tomakeairangements for Arafat 
to address the world assembly* 
later, possibly in Geneva. 

Arab nations, meanwhile, 
drafted a resolution that says the 
United States violated its legal 
obligations by denying a visa 
that would allow Arafat to 
attend the General Assembly 
debate. 

Overriding the objections of 
Arab hardliners who wanted to 
condemn the US government, 
more moderate Arabs proposed 
a resolution that “regrets” the 
US decision. It urges the US 
government to reverse its 


decision and grant a visa, which- 
would allow the PLO chief to 
address the General Assembly. 

The resolution was expected to 
be introduced late today in the 
UN legal committee, which 
would forward it to the 159- 
nation General Assembly. It was 
expected to be adopted by the 
assembly sometime tomorrow. 

Postpone ' 

General Assembly President 
Dante Caputo, the Foreign 
Minister of Argentina, told the 
forum today that he had received 
a request from Arab nations to 
postpone the Palestine debate, 
scheduled to begin on Thursday. 

Since there were no objections, 
he said, the request was granted. 
Caputo previously announced 
the General Assembly would 
move swiftly to provide Arafat 
an alternative forum because of 
the US action. 

In Washington, the White 
House said today President 
Reagan will not reverse the 
decision preventing Arafat from' 
speaking to theUN in New 
York. 

“We did what we thought was 
right," said presidential spokes- 
man Marlin Fitzwater. “It 
doesn’t take long to ’just say 
no’,” he added. 

Fitzwater ruled out any recon- 
sideration of the controversial 
decision to ban Arafat from 
entering the United States, des- 
pite appeals from the Arab world 
andcritidsm by America’s major 
allies. 

Secretary of State George 
Shultz also said today he was 
right to deny Arafat a visa and he 
would stand by the decision.

CAIRO. Nov 29, (UPI): Iraqi 
President Saddam Hussein, in a 
hastily arranged and brief visit 
yesterday to Egypt, spoke with 
President Mubarak about how 
to maximise support for the 
PLO. 

During a joint news con- 
ference with Mubarak before 
leaving, Saddam said he was 
“taken by surprise” by Washing- 
ton’s ‘‘short-sightedness” in den- 
ying PLO chairman Yasser 
Arafat an entry visa to address 
the United Nations. 

Expand 

“The decision implies an 
extreme offence not only against 
Yasser Arafat but also against 
the Arabs in particular and the 
world at large," Saddam said. He 
said he hoped that Washington 
would reconsider such a 
decision. 

Saddam, who was making his 
first trip to Egypt since 1979 and 
rarely travels outside Iraq, said 
his discussions with Mubarak 
centred on bow to expand sup- 


Sad dam’s trip was so hastily 
arranged that Mubarak was a 
few minutes late in greeting the 
Iraqi leader at the airport, the 
Middle East News Agency said. 
“I did not believe it,” Mubarak 
told Saddam at the airport. “It. 
was a great surprise for me and 
certainly extremely pleasant 
one.” 

Saddam and Mubarak — a. 
strong supporter of Iraq in its 
eight-year-old war against Iran 
— met at an airport lounge for a 
half-hour, then drove to the 
presidential palace in Cairo for 
further talks, officials said. 

Saddam told reporters at the 
airport upon his arrival that the 
Palestinian question “will have 
priority over all other questions” 
in his talks with Mubarak. 

“This is only natural following 
the resolutions taken by the 
Palestine National Council in 
Algiers," he said of the Palestin- 
ian parliament-in-exile’s pro- 
clamation of a state ana its 
implicit recognition of IsraeL 


Kuwait blocks whisky 
shipment to UN troops 


KUWAIT, Nov 29, (Agencies): 
Kuwait refused to allow a ship- 
ment of whisky and arms 
through its territory to UN 

Kuwaiti daily said 

today. 

“A vessel loaded with a very 
large shipment of advanced 
weapons and also a shipment of 
whisky wanted to unload in 
Kuwait,” the daily said. 

But Kuwait, which bans the 
sale of alcohol, refused to let the 
ship unload in one ofits ports, the 

paper said. . 

A team of 350 UN military 
observers has been stationed 
along the Iran-Iraq war front 
since August to monitor the Gulf 
war ceasefire. 

The newspaper said the UN 
decided to unload cargo in 


Kuwait, to avoid possible sea 
min es in the waterway leading to 
the disputed Sbatt AI Arab 
estuary m the northern Gulf. 

Gulf-based UN officials 
expressed surprise at Kuwait's 
examination of the cargo for the 
troops, since it would have tran- 
sited the country on its way to 
Iraq, where alcohol is not ban- 
ned. 

One UN official who reques- 
ted anonymity told United Press 
Internationa] in a telephone 
interview that spare parts, mail 
and other cargo for the UN 
troops was usually sent to Bagh- 
dad by air. 

But current strict financial res- 
traints on the United Nations 
forced the world body to find the 
cheapest mode of transport for 
its heavy cargo.

WASHINGTON, Nov 29. 
(UPI): Maine's George Mitchell 
was elected Senate Democratic 
leader for the 101st Congress 
today, defeating colleagues Ben- 
nett Johnston of Louisiana and 
Daniel Inouye of Hawaii. 

Mitchell, a northeast liberal, 
came within one vote of winning 
a majority on the first ballot ana 
then Johnston and Inouye, his 
defeated rivals, moved to make 
the vote unanimous on the 
second ballot 

The 55-year-old Maine sen- 
ator, who has been in the Senate- 
only since 1980,’ garnered 27 of 
the 28 votes needed for a 
majority on the first secret ballot 
held behind dosed doors in the 
Supreme Court chamber. 

Mitchell wffl succeed Senate 
Democratic leader Robert Byrd 
at the start of the IOlst Congress 
in January . Byrd, who had served 
a dozen years in the coveted post, 
was elected president pro-term.

Syrians tighten grip 
on West Beirut 


BEIRUT, Nov 29, (UPD: Syrian 
troops today launched a large- 
scale security dragnet, the second 
in24 hours, to disarm rival Shiite 
militias in West Beirut following 
last week's fierce dashes that 
killed 44 people, police sources 
said. 

Hundreds of heavily-armed 
steel-helmeted soldiers from the 
Syrian Army’s elite “Special 
Units” stormed militia hideouts' 
and ammunition depots in 
several West Beirut neighbour- 
hoods, the sources said. 

Police said scores of gunmen 
from the rival groups, the Syrian- 
backed Amal and the pro-Iran- 
ian Hezbollah mffitia,were roun- 
ded up and large quantities of 
iritis wert Confiscated. 

Sources close to the Syrian 
command in West Beirut said 
more than 100 militiamen were 
arrested since the start of the 
security operation late yester- 
day. 

Drag not 

But, the sources said, the 
Syrian dragnet will not, for the 
time being, indude the southern 
suburbs, where several of the 18 
foreign hostages in Lebanon are 
believed held. 

The latest round ofAmal-Hez- 
bollah fighting — part of an 
ongoing power struggle for the 
leadership of Lebanon’s one 
million stropg Shiite community 
— began last Tuesday in the 
capital's southern suburbs and 
spread to West Beirut's neigh- 
bourhoods on Friday despite the 
presence of thousands of Syrian 
troops. 


The violence in West Beirut 
seriously challenged a Syrian 
security plan launched in 
February 1987 when Damascus 
dispatched some 7,000 troops to 
file Muslim sector of the capital 
to end three years of militia rule. 

A Syrian-mediated ceasefire 
between Amal and Hezbollah 
eased off the fighting in West 
Beirut and its southern suburbs 
on Sunday but it took the Syrian 
troops 24 hours to completely 
halt the dashes. 

Police said 44 people were 
killed and 93 others were woun- 
ded in the fighting. - 
Tension 

Syrian officers, in an effort to 
ease the tension, supervised an 
exchange of prisoners between 
the rival groups. Amal handed 
over 10 fundamentalists in 
exchange for 32 ofits members. 

A political source said Syrian 
officials in Damascus were 
arranging separate talks with 
leaders of the militias “to try to 
establish common ground _. that 
would form a solid base for a 
Hezbollah-Amal reconcilia- 
tion." 

The source said the Iranian 
Foreign Minister, Ah’ Akbar 
Ydayati, was expected to arrive 
in Syria for talks with the Syrian 
President Hafez Assad later this 
week. 

Hezbollah announced today 
its leadership received a telegram 
from the Iranian President Ali 
Khamenei appealing to “all 
Shiites to end thefigfating among 
them and called on the Muslims 
to unite and confront IsraeL” 


ISLAMABAD, Nov 29, (Agen- 
cies): Afghan rebels said today 
they were due to meet a senior 
Soviet delegation for their first 
substantive talks in the 10-year- 
old guerrilla war. 

No confirmation was 
’immediately available from the 
Soviet side. Diplomatic sources 
said the meeting had been under 
discussion for several days and 
was to take place in Saudi Arabia 
in the first few days ofDecember. 

One of the sources cautioned 
that the Kremlin had not com- 
mitted itself to attend. 

“It’s not actually set in con- 
crete,” he said. 

Another source said the seven- 
party rebel alliance was still 
divided on the issue. “It has 
developed very rapidly, it’s a very 
iluid set-up." 

Means 

According to spokesmen from 
three rebel parties, current 
alliance chief Bur hanuddin Rab- 
bani will head the rebel side and 
senior Kr emlin aide Yuli Voron- 
tsov the Soviet team. 

“It means the Soviets are will- 
ing to negotiate, it means recog- 
nition of the mujahedeen 
(guerrillas),” Hamid Karzai of 
the Jabha-i-Nijat-Milti Party 
said. 

The Kr emlin has previously 
refused to talk to the Western- 
backed rebels and the guerrillas 
have rejected any idea of 
negotiating with the Soviet- 
backed Afghan government. 

Time for a negotiated set- 
tlement is fast running out Mos- 
cow is due to complete its troop 
withdrawal from Afghanistan in 
just over 10 weeks under last 
April's Geneva accords. 

The anti-communist rebels are 
confident they can soon crush 
President Najibullah’s govern- 
ment once the Russians are gone.

But the other five had 
overruled them at a meeting in 
the north-west Pakistan town of 
Peshawar yesterday. 

The team would consist of 
Rabbani, Jabha chief Sib- 
ghatuUah Mojadidi, and Abdul 
Qadir Keryab, a leading member 
of Gulbuddin Hekmatyar’s 
Hezb-i-Islami Party. 

The spokesmen said initially 
the tram was to leave tonight for 
Jeddah.

Prompt 

One diplomatic source said the 
premature announcement of the 
talks could embarrass the Soviet 
Union and prompt them to post- 
pone or even cancel the meeting. 

“It could do a lot of damage, 
it's another example of ‘foot-in- 
mouth disease’," the source said. 
“I wish I could say it was all 
signed and sealed.” 

The first direct rebel-Soviet 
contacts in Pakistan came last 
Sunday when low-level delega- 
tions meLin Islamabad 

The Soviet side said they came 
to discuss the release of Soviet 
soldiers held captive by the 
rebels, but the guerrillas said they 
also raised other matters. 

In New Delhi, Mohammad 
GuL self-described former secret 
police officer and cousin of 
Afghan President Najibullah, 
said today he fled Afghanistan to 
join anti-government Muslim 
guerrillas. 

He denounced Najib as “a 
Russian puppet” and said 
Najib ’s mother once tried to 
escape from Kabul, only to be 
captured, chained and struck by 
the President himself.

Gorbachev condemns past repressions 


MOSCOW. Nov 29, (Reuter): 
President Mikhail Gorbachev, 
projecting a vision of a ncsw, 
democratic Soviet Union, 
declared today the country bad 


create an efficient, modem 
society. 

In a 70-minute speech to the 
federal parliament, the Supreme 
Soviet, he also assured deputies 
he was not seeking personal 
power and offered an olive 
branch to restless republics seek- 
ing greater autonomy from Mos- 
cow. 

“The steady progress of our 
political reform," he told a ses- 
sion of the body called to 
approve wide-ranging changes 
to the state constitution, “shows 
a new, democratic Soviet 
Union." 

Speaking under a huge marble 
statue of state founder Vladimir 
Lenin. Gorbachev effectively 
condemned the rule of dictator 
Josef Stalin and late Kremlin 


leader Leonid Brezhnev for brin- 
ging first injustice and then social 
decay. 

Package 

In the early 1930s, he said in an 
address calling for speedy pas- 
sage of his reform package, 
“authoritarian _ methods of 
power were established and mass 
repressions and other violations 
of socialist legality became wide- 
spread.” 

Later, he added, ordinary peo- 
ple were cut off from any real 
participation in running the 
country’s affairs and real control 
was taken over by Co mm u n i s t 
Party and government 
bureaucrats, leading to “the 
ossification of the political sys- 
tem.” 

Gorbachev, speaking in the 
ball of the Grand Kremlin 
Palace, admitted that the 
Supreme Soviet had in the past 
simply rubber-stamped 

decisions taken elsewhere. 

Under proposals certain to be 


approved, the 1,500 members 
will vote the Parliamentary body 
in its present form out of exis- 
tence and usher in a new two-tier 
legislature headed by an 
executive president with strong 
authority. , . . 

The proposals also include the 
establishment of a revised elec- 
toral system providing for multi- 
candidate balloting to a new con- 
gress of people’s deputies, break- 
ing with the practice of decades in 
which Soviet voters had no 
choice. 

Fears 

During a month of public dis- 
cussion of drafts for the con- 
stitutional changes, even fervent 
supporters of Gorbachev's 
“perestroika” reforms have 
expressed fears the presidency 
may gftin too much power. 

The drafts also stirred strong 
fears in at least five of the coun- 
try’s 15 republics, with Baltic

Picasso painting fetches $37.6m 


LONDON, Nov 29, (Agencies): 
A Japanese department store 
said today that it was the pur- 
chaser of a Pablo Picasso paint- 
ing for £20.9 million (S37.6 
million), the largest sum yet paid 
for a 20th century artwork. 

The pink and blue painting of 
two circus acrobats was sold last 
night in London at Christie's 
auction house. 

The price also is the third- 
highest for an auctioned work of 
art The higher prices were paid 
in 1987 for two 19th Century 
paintings by Vincent van Gogh: 
“Irises" at S53.9 million and 
“Sunflowers" at $41.3 million. 

Yasruhiro Tanaka, a spokes- 
man for Mils uk oshi department 
store, said in Tokyo that its 
representative, Akio Nishino, 
bought the Picasso. 

“We bought the painting 
expecu’ng to sell it to a private 
buyer here in Tokyo,” Tanaka 


said. 

But he said the store, which is a 
major importer of art into Japan, 
had not yet decided on specific 
plans for the display or sale of the 
painting. 

The man subsequently iden- 
tified by Tanaka as Nishino left 
the crowded salesroom after 
buying the painting and slumped 
in a chair in a private room for 20 
minutes. 

He didn't speak to reporters 
but was smiling broadly. A direc- 
tor said the man was “emotion- 
ally exhausted.”

MOSCOW, Nov 29, (Reuter): 
An Armenian official accused 
Azerbaijani authorities today of 
openly deporting Armenians, 
adding to the thousands from 
each republic who had already 
fled ethnic violence. 

Although reports from both 
feuding republics said the violent 
clashes that killed at least 1 0 peo- 
ple last week had ended, tension 
persisted and several centres, 
including the capitals, were 
under military control. 

Mass meetings — in violation 
of curfews — continued to dis- 
cuss the mainly Armenian- 
populated region of Nagorno- 
Karabakh. which is at the heart 
of nine months of unrest. The 
dispute is rooted in centuries of 
rivalry between the Muslim 
Azerbaijanis and Christian 
Armenians. 

The unrest was debated in 
Moscow today during a session 
of the Supreme Soviet, with the 
President of Azerbaijan accusi ng 


Armenia of fomenting trouble in 
the territory. 

But a spokesman for the 
official Annenpress news agency 
in the Armenian capital, 
Yerevan, accused Azerbaijan of 
adopting a policy of driving 
Armenians from the republic. 

“The open deportation of 
Armenians is now taking place,” 
he said. “The Azeris are pursuing 
a new policy of not killing 
Armenians but forcing them out 
of Azerbaijan.” 

The spokesman said so far 
12,483 Armenian refugees had 
crossed from Azerbaijan. He said 
authorities expected up to 
200,000 and had appealed to 
Moscow for food for those now 
housed in hotels, hostels and 
private homes. 

A spokesman for the Azer- 
baijani Foreign Ministry in the 
capital. Baku, said tens of 
thousands of Azeris had left 
Armenia, but had no exact 
figures. 


Musa Mamedov said up to 
100,000 demonstrators had 
assembled in Baku's Lenin 
Square in a round-the-clock 
demonstration tolerated by 
military authorities, although a 
number of people had been 
detained yesterday. 

Tension 

“We have again a new wave of 
tension here,” he said. 

The Azerbaijani news agency 
Azerinform said up to half a 
million demonstrators had 
thronged the square yesterday 
and tents had been set up on the 
square for refugees. 

In Yerevan, the spokesman for 
Armenpress said more than 
1 ,000 people were rounded up for 
curfew violations and 25 placed 
under formal arrest 

Meetings continued in some 
Armenian cities, but Yerevan 
was quiet with public transport 
returning to normal and at least 
some factories working, accord- 
ing to the official.

The government has accused 
the Marxist People's Liberation 
Front, whose members are 
mainly from Sri Lanka's Sin- 
halese majority, of mounting 
violent protests to topple 
President Junius Jayewardene's 
government. 


Police have blamed the group, 
for the deaths of over.600 people, 
mostly government supporters, 
after SriLankasigned a pact with" 
India in July 1987 aimed at end- 
ing separatist violence by the 
island’s Tamil minority. 

The front demands Jayewar- 
dene's resignation and the scrap- 
ping of the pact. 

Security forces arrested more 
t ha n 400 suspected Front rebels 
in house-to-house searches in the 
suburbs of the capital Colombo 
at the weekend. 

Unidentified gunmen woun- 
ded at least eight passengers 
when they opened fire at a bus at 
Kochchikaae in western Sri

AMRITSAR, Nov 29, (UP1): 
Sikh extremists today ambushed 
a 'car carrying a prominent Sikh 
politician, wounding him and a 
bystander and killing two of his 
bodyguards and another man in 
a torrent of gunfire, police said. 

Police said they believed the 
attack on Jagdev Singh Talwindi 
was prompted by his recent 
statements condemning the con- 
cept of “Khalistan,” the 
independent Sikh nation that 
Sikh extremists have been fight- 
ing to create in northern Punjab 
state since 1983. 

Talwindi was riding in the lead 
vehicle of a three-car convoy that 
left at about 12:40 pm from his 


native village, after which, he 
takes his last name, for the Sikh 
holy city of Amritsar, police said. 

Just outside the village, 
located in Punjab’s central Lud- 
hiana district, the cars were for- 
ced to stop because of a truck 
parked across the road. At that 
point, about one dozen 
extremists emerged from the 
truck and opened fire with 
automatic weapons, police said. 

Talwindi was wounded in his 
left shoulder and two of his 
bodyguards were killed. Also 
shot dead was an official of the 
Shiromani Gurdwara Prabhan- 
dak Committee (SGPC), the 


organisation that manages Sikh 
temples In Punjab.* 

Police said a woman working * 
in a nearby field was wounded by 
astraybulleL 

Talwindi is the President of the 
United Akali DaL a Sikh party 
tha t broke away in a leadership 
and philosophical dispute from 
the Akali Dal, which governed 
Punjab from Sept 1985 until May 
1987, when the central govern- 
ment took' direct control of the 
state. 

At the time of the attack, Tal- 
windi was en route to Amritsar to 
participate in an SGPC meeting 
called for Wednesday to elect a 
new president.

Even before thedty's decision, 
the uprising had left its marie on 
the half Muslim, half Christian 
town of 50,000, located seven 
kilometres south of Jerusalem.

This 
move assisted many factories to

THE Ministry of Electricity and 
Water has defined the country’s 
projected needs for water and 
electricity up to AD2000, accor- 
ding to Minister Dr Hmoud A1 
Rqobah. 

A new station is to be set up at 
Sabi yah area by mid -1990. A len- 
der has been published and offers 
are being currently evaluated. 

The capacity of the proposed 
station will be about 2,400 meg- 
awatts daily. Twelve to 96 
million imperial gallons of water 
will be produced every day. I 
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KUWAIT has the highest dust to 
air ratio in the world, according 
to Dr Mohammad Yousef Abdul 
Raheem, deputy director of the 
Environment Protection De- 
partment. 

Kuwait has 727 tons of dust 
per one square kilometre, the 
official said yesterday during a 
lecture on pollutants and pollu- 
tion sources. 

Raheem was commenting on 
Kuwait's high percentage of air 
pollutants. 

However, the government is 
constantly working to find effec- 
tive measures to address the 
hazards of environmental pollu- 
tion through sound planning 
based on scientific methods, he 
said. 

Stable 

He also said the current 
environmental situation in 
Kuwait is stable and studies are 
under way to protect the environ- 
ment. 

In spite ofKu wait's dust pollu- 
tion, the degree of other 
pollutants in Kuwait is much 
lower. than international stan- 
dards set by the World Health 
Organisation (WHO), be said. 

He added that environmental 
pollution in Kuwait is mainly 
due to oil spills from ofl tankers 
or oil shipping decks. Industrial 
affluents, constructional back- 
fill, and organic waste matter 
also pollute Kuwait’s environ- 
ment. 

He said that the primary 
source of pollution is treated 
waste water which has been recy- 
cled twice. A portion of this 
untreated water sometimes spills 
into the sea. 

Ongoing studies by the Minis- 


try of Public Health and the Min- 
istry of Electricity and Water are 
aimed at eliminating discoloura- 
tion of desalinated drinking 
water, Raheem said. 

Kuwait has shown great con- 
cern for the protection of the 
environment on both local and 
regional levels, Ibrahim A1 
Mudaf. assistant undersecretary 
for phar maceutical affairs at the 
Public Health Ministry, said yes- 
terday at a symposium hosted by 
the Environmental Protection 
Council. 

The symposium was a positive 

indication of the government's 

continuous effort to protect the 
environment, he said. These 
efforts centre on collection and 
analysis of data which identifies 
basic features of the local 
environment and define natural 
variables, the official said. 

By establishing what factors 
affect water and air motion, the 
council has developed a special 
control programme to monitor 
air and water quality through 
sampling and analysis. 

The council exerted considera- 
ble efforts in the past to combat 
oil spills in territorial waters and 
provided the necessary tools and 
equipment to undertake these 
operations, he said. It_ is 
imperative to devise practical 
measures to contain major 
environmental hazards at sea 
which are distinctly possible due 
to the heavy traffic of oil tankers 
in the region, Mudaf said. 

He added that appropriate 
measures to protect oil tankers 
and other vessels at sea will be 
discussed in detail at conferences 
to be held locally and inter- 
nationally.

Foodstuffs inspected 
by authorities regularly 


FOODSTUFFS available at 
local markets and co-operative 
societies are being inspected 
regularly by the relevant mun- 
icipal authorities. 

Speaking to the Seyassah new- 
spaper, Thuwaini Abdul Aziz Al 
Thuwaini of Kuwait Mun- 
icipality said that all imported 
foodstuff is subject to inspection 
prior to its release. 

There are 28 special control 
centres in the five governorates 
involved in inspecting foodstuff 
sold at groceries and restaurants. 

There were 6,000 violations 
reported in foodstuff selling and 
catering shops during the past 
nine months. A total of 1 47 shops 
were dosed, the official said. 

An administrative dose-down 
order could be issued by the 
director general of the mun- 
icipality against grocery stores 
which fail to obtain a practice 
permit or use the shop to conduct 
activities other than those auth- 

Cars filled 
with water 

DRIVERS who visited the 
Beirut Street petrol station later 
discovered that their vehicles 
were filled with water instead of 
petrol. 

This is the second case of its 
kind to have occurred in less than 
two months. A similar incident 
took place at the petrol station 
opposite the Ministries Com- 


orised. 

Additionally, a grocery shop 
may also be closed by a court 
order depending on the judge's 
estimation of the gravity of viola- 
tion, he said. 

Fine 

Al Thuwaini added that other 
violations which could invoke a 
close-down order involve failure 
to renew permits, causing a 
public nuisance, unhygienic con- 
ditions, unauthorised workers 
and using the premises for over- 
night accommodation, which 
coukl also lead to a fine not 
exceeding KD 500.

Man fined 

THE Criminal Court sentenced a 
man to five years in jail with hard 
labour. In lien of suspending the 
sentence, the court permitted the 
defendant to pay a fine ofKDSOO 
to be followed by deportation. 

The court was told that the 
accused followed an American 
woman into a lift and started to 
touch her body. The victim’s cry 
for help alerted the building jan- 
itor who managed to apprehend 
the culprit as he was trying to 
make his escape. He was taken to 
a nearby police station.

Otto as a character is a mas- 
terpiece. He is a hired assassin, 
who hates to be correctly delin- 
eated as stupid. Played by 
Kevin Kline, he is masquerad- 
ing as Wanda's brother, and 
hates the English to distraction. 

Another excellent perfor- 
mance comes from Patricia 
Hayes who plays a Yorkshire

SANTA BARBARA, Calif- , 
(Reuter): Like the cowboy 
heroes he played in movies. 
President Reagan will have a 
final moment of high dr ama 
before he rides ofT into the 
political sunset — a Dec 7 meet- 
ing with president-elect Bush and 
Soviet leader Gorbachev. 

Although Reagan and Bush 
aides say the two-hour lunch 
meeting in New Y ork City will be 
a cordial visit rather than a sum- 
mit, it will thrust Reagan back 
into the world spotlight briefly 
just six weeks before his term 
expires. 

US officials said the President 
and the man who will succeed 
him on Jan 20 were likely to seek 
assurances from Gorbachev that 
the Soviet troop withdrawal 
from Afghanistan will continue 
and that there will be further 
progress on human rights in the 
Soviet Union, 

Review 

Reagan, Bush and Gorbachev 
were also expected to review the 
status of superpower arms con- 
trol talks, which are scheduled to 
resume on Feb IS, the officials 
said. 

But reflecting an administra- 
tion sensitivity that the meeting 
could become a no-holds- barred 
bargaining session like Reagan's 
meeting wi th the Kremlin chief in 
Reykjavik, Iceland in 1986, 
White House spokesman Marlin 
Fitzwater said: "We do not 
expect to make or receive 
proposals." 

Bush aides were equally 
emphatic in ruling out any deals 
at next month’s get-together, 
which is expected to takeplaceat 
a venue like the New York 
Metropolitan Museum of Art or 
Governor’s Island, a coast guard 
station in New York harbour. 

These officials said that before 
holding any substantive talks 
with Gorbachev, the new 
president would consultwith the 
allies and have James Baker, who 
is to be his secretary of state, meet 
with Soviet Foreign Minister 
Eduard Shevardnadze to set an 
agenda. 

Reagan, who returned to 
Washington on Sunday after a 
week-longThanksgivinghoUday 
at his California ranch, had only 
one other big item of unfinished 
business left — preparation of a 
final federal budget 


Aides said the government 
spending blueprint, which must 
be submitted to Congress by Jan 
9, would meet the $100 billion 
deficit ceiling set by a three-year- 
old budget control law. 

That would require cuts of at 
least S32 billion from current 
spending levels, but Reagan 
aides said the new budget would 
not touch such potitically-san- 
crosanct programmes as the 
social security pension system or 
call for a tax increase. 

They said defence spending, a 
large portion of the budget, 
would be spared from cuts. 
Economy 

"There’s still a lot of room for 
reductions on the domestic side 
and the economy keeps growing, 
so there’s an increase in revenues 
from that," said a White House 
official when asked how the bud- 
get would meet the constraints of 
the Gramm -Ru dm an-Hollings 
budget law. 

In addition to the budget plans 
and the meeting with Gorba- 
chev, who is to address the UN 
General Assembly during his 
Dec 7-8 visit to New York, 
Reagan is planning a series of 
farewell speeches, his aides said. 

"He’ll give three or four major 
speeches laying out his view of 
what has been accomplished 
since he took office eight years 
ago. He'll also look ahead at the 
future of the country," said an 
official who spoke on condition 
he was not identified. 

Loyal 

The official said Reagan 
would give most of these spee- 
ches in Washington, including 
one at the American Enterprise 
Institute, a conservative think 
tank. 

Reagan, who has spent 444 
days of his presidency in Califor- 
nia, mostly at his ranch, also 
planned another visit to his home 
-state- before -handing power to 
Bush, his loyal vice-president 
since 1981. 

— Burthe Christmas' visit- 
take Reagan to Los Angeles and 
Palm Springs rather than his 
ranch, which he will not visit 
again as president. 

The weather in normally 
sunny California was mostly 
damp, windy and coldduringthe 
77-year old leader’s Thanksgiv- 
ing stay at his West Coast hide- 
away. That kept Reagan from 
doing much horseback riding, 
his favourite holiday pastime. 


Mugabe supports fight 
against apartheid

NEW YORK: Despite his 

eloquent English and smartly 
tailored suits, Zimbabwe's 
President, Robert Mugabe, is 
still the anticolonial leader who 
fought white domination in his 
country, the former Rhodesia. 

Today, that translates into 
supporting the fight against 
South Africa's system of white 
domination and racial segrega- 
tion, known as apartheid. 

“Zimbabwe supports all 
forms of struggle. They are jus- 
tified against apartheid. Aparth- 
eid is immoral ... vicious ... mur- 
derous." 

Yet this African leader frankly 
admits his country is not strong 
enough to take on its giant south- 
ern neighbour. 

Zimbabwe's support for 
armed struggle is funnelled 
through the Liberation Commit- 
tee of the Organisation of 
African Unity, he says. 

“We do not allow any bases 
and we do not allow the ANC 
(African National Congress) to 
use us as a launching pad. We are 
too weak to let them do that We 
wouldn’t be able to defend our- 
selves if South Africa has a jus- 
tification for attacking us. But if 
we were strong we would say, 
'Yes, come right from onr 
territory'.” 

(The outlawed ANC is the 
most prominent group fighting 
to overthrow South Africa’s 
government.) 

Suspicious 

Not surprisingly, Mugabe 
remains very suspicious of South 
Africa’s intentions in the region. 


ing neighbouring Mozambique 
have found concrete evidence 
that South Africa continues to 
destabilize that country. He 
ch arges that South Africa is still 
supporting thegnerrffla Mozam- 
bique National Resistance 
Movement (Renamo). 

“We come across evidence all 
the time of South African com- 


plicity," Mugabe says. In- a 
recent sweep of the border area, 
he says, his troops “seized 
documents ... and radios which 
were provided by South Africa 
— very sophisticated equip- 
ment.” These radios, he says, are 
linked to Renamo's radio station 
in Portugal via a communica- 
tions relay station in 
Phalaborwa, a dty in the north- 
ern Transvaal Province of South 
Africa. Wefi-informed Western 
officials with access to 
intelligence reporting concur 
with this charge. 

Mugabe says South Africa 
also regularly flies supplies to 
Renamo. A senior Western relief 
official, who is active among 
refugees freeing the fighting in 
Mozambique, says his impres- 
sion is that the rebels would be 
hard pressed to survive if it were 
not for this type of South African 
support. 

Military 

"This is done through the 
South African military side," 
Mugabe says. “The civilian side, 
(South African President P.W.) 
Botha will say, ‘Ah, the military 
is doing what we don’t want it to 
do.' But you can't separate your 
defence forces from your govern- 
ment” 

Renamo was first created by 
the white regime in Rhodesia and 
later came under Pretoria's 
tutelage. South Africa pledged to 
cut its ties to the group in a 1984 
agreement with Mozambique. 
Renamo is accused by the United 
States, Zimbabwe, and Mozam- 
bique of atrocities against 
civilians. 

Mugabe says he supports 
Mozambican President Joaquim 
Chissano’s decision to meet 
recently with President Botha. 
But "what lends to mar these 
meetings is that the South 
African party is not honest and 
behaves in a deceitful way.” Mis- 
trust of South Africa can begin to 
dissolve only if it takes action 
against Renamo in one way or 
another,” he says.

THERE is a revealing passage in 
Benazir Bhutto’s autobiogra- 
phy, Daughter of the East, in 
which she describes how she 
came to know and value her new 
husband, Asif Zardari, to whom 
she had become betrothed, by 
arrangement, just seven days 
after their first meeting. 

She writes: "We didn’t really 
love each other yet, though my 
mother assured me that love 
would come later. Instead there 
was a mental commitment bet- 
ween us, a realisation that we 
were accepting each other as hus- 
band and wife totally and for 
always. In a way, I realised, that 
bond was stronger than love”. 

“Though I certainly did not — 
and do not — want to be seen as 
an advocate of arranged 
marriages, I realised there was 
something to a relationship built 
on acceptance. 

"We were coming into our 
marriage with no preconcep- 
tions , no expectations of each 
other, other than goodwill and 
respect. In love marriages, I 
imagined, the expectations were 
so nigh they were bound to be 
somewhat dashed. There must 
also be the fear that the love 
might die and, with it, the 
marriage. Our love could only 
grow.” 

Not Mills and Boon sen- 
timents, to be sure, but almost 
certainly good sense: the mellow 
reflection of someone who has 
known the best and worst in life 
and has learned wisdom through 
adversity. 

Relationship 

What, though, of Benazir and 
her people? The relationship bet- 
ween Pakistan’s political leaded 
and her milli ons of followers 
throughout the country is a love 
match. It was never meant to be. 
It was not arranged. It is a pas- 
sionate affair, aroused by injus- 
tice, intensified by separation, 
consummated by victory at the 
polls. If Benazir believes that 
partners come best to a marriage 
‘with no preconceptions, no 
expectations of each other than 
goodwill and respect' and that 
high expectations will be dashed, 
she must be aware that her 
political future could yet be 
doomed. 

Yet it need not be. Pakistan is

more than a well oflongtng, itisa 
sophisticated Asian nation with 
an expanding economy and a 
cohesion greater than the sum of 
its parts would suggest. 

Benazir is for the moment 
probably the only person who 
can help it to realise its considera- 
ble potential. If she has enemies, 
at least they recognise her stren- 
gth; if she relies too much on her 
father's name and an over- 
worked charisma, there can be 
no doubting her genuine popular 
appeal. After 11 years of a par- 
ticularly harsh dictatorship 
under the briUiantmed General 
Zia-ul-Haq, the masses were cry- 
ing out for release from austerity 
and removal of the military ties 
that bound them. 

Experience 

Benazir, lacking all experience 
of government — the woman 
who, as a teenager, told Chou En 
Lai that McGovern would beat 
Nixon in the race for the White 
House — embodies her people's 
hopes. She has suffered the 
execution of her father, the 
violent death of her brother, and 
her own imprisonment and exile. 
In spite of her wealth and her 
lineage, she is one of the people. 
No one can point to a cocoon of 
privilege and claim that she has 
come easily to her inheritance. 


Few, indeed, could claim to have 
gone through so much and still 
come back for more. 

Impressive credentials, then. 
But can she govern Pakistan, an 
unruly place at the best of times, 
and still hold on to the adulation 
upon which she and her party 
largely depend? Must the high 
hopes be dashed? Must the love 
die? 

On the plus side, apart from 
the surge of affection with which . 
she is currently surrounded, she, 
possesses a seemingly inexhaus- 
tible capacity to wait for events 
to unfold. She has learned this, of 
course, from her long years in the 
wilderness and it will stand her in 
. good stead in a country where it 
takes a weaver three months to 
produce a rug that then sells in 
Karachi for just £1 SO. 

Friends. 

She also possesses a fine mind, 
holding degrees from Oxford — 
where she was the first woman 
president of the Union — and 
Harvard, and has many influen- 
tial friends in both Britain and 
the US. While she may lack 
experience of office, she was bom 
to the operation of democracy 
and has been steeped in the strug- 
gle for power since adolescence. 

When I asked her recently, 
during abreak from negotiations 


on forming a new government, 
how she could avoid disappoint- 
ing her millions of supporters, 
she smiled and thought for a 
moment. 

“One needs patience,” she told 
me, “One needs perseverance. 
Although one would wish to do 
things in a hurry, one needs to 
take a deep breath and let things 
happen stage by stage.” She 
paused. 

Problem 

“I am aware of the gravity of 
the situation. I know of the cons- 
piracies by Zia’s men. That is 
why we seek consensus. That is 
why we have steered towards the 
centre of gravity. I can only say 
that I will give of my best. I don’t 
see why we can’t start taming 
this country round. Ifwe begin to 
implement our programme, that 
should change the quality of life 
for many of our people quite 
quickly.” 

Perhaps there is a contradic- 
tion there. She will let things hap- 
pen stage by stage, but she wul 
also improve life ‘quite quickly.’ 

This problem is likely to be 
solved by separating policy into 
social and political reform on the 
one hand and economic action 
on the other. By reducing tension 
in die country, lowering the 


profile of the Army, and giving 
encouragement to women ana 
minorities — none of which 
requires major expenditure — 
she can make Pakistan a better 
place in which to live and provide 
a receptive environment for 
change. 

Discreet withdrawal from the 
harsh application of Islamic law 
isalso expected. Asa ‘born again' 
Muslim shrewdly aware of the 
need to present herself as a true 
believer, die will undoubtedly 
retain the spirit of the Islamic 
Republic bequeathed to her by 
Zia. But interpretation of the law 
is likely gradually to take on a 
more Western character. Per- 
haps the finest French restaurant 
in the country, Le Marquis in 
Karachi, will even be permitted 
to serve wine. 

Such a programme naturally 
entails risk The Islamic lobby is 
powerful and the Army High 
Command contains many fun- 
damentalists for ’ whom 
pomegranate juice, not brandy, 
is denguem after polo. 

The Pakistan People’s ^arty 
leader , — J a delicate head-dress 
framing her beguiling" face with 
its hign cheekbones, startling;

BEIJING, (AP): It has been 10 
years since the Communist Party 
elite gathered in Beijing for a 
meeting to cast off Mao Tse- 
Tung’s ideological yoke and set 
socialist China on an uncharted 
path of capitalist-style economic 
reform. 

That December 1978 meeting, 
the third plenum of the 1 1th 
Co mmunis t Party Central Com- 

perity and political stability 
rarely enjoyed in this long-suffer- 
ing nation. It is today regarded 
with near-reverence by the Chin- 
ese people. 

Demise 

The plenum saw Deng Xiop- 
ing consolidate his power and 
declare that modernisation, not 
Mao’s class struggle, must be 
China’s main goal. Deng 
announced the return of family 
farming, called for Introducing 
Western science and technology 
and rehabilitated thousands 
purged in the leftist 1 966-76 Cul- 
tural Revolution. 

Deng's brand of pragmatism 
galvanised a people who for 
more than a decade could not 
grow tomatoes outside their 
homes for fear of being branded 
a “capitalist roader.” 

The demise of the commune 
and the return of the family far- 
mer, and the shift from central 
planning to market-determined 
production, helped pushed

Crime 

The 10th anniversary of the 
reforms, however, has been a 
troubling one for China. Infla- 
tion, fuelled by excessive demand 
and low productivity, is at a 
record-high 20 per cent New 
building projects, backed by 
reckless bank lending, have 
pushed industrial growth to 
ansustainable levels. There have 
been four straight disappointing 
grain harvests, partly the result 
of farmers' reluctance to grow at 
low state-set prices. 

Corruption and black 
mazketeering, the result of shor- 
tages of raw materials and some 
consumer goods, is endemic. 

Serious crime, a by-product of 
China’s more open society, was 
up 34.8 per cent in the first six 
months of 1988. "Major crimes 
are increasing,” said public 


security minister Wang Fang in 
August “Gambling, prostitu- 
tion, publication of obscene arti- 
cles and other ugly social phen- 
omena are difficult- to stop ” r ,

"The country is facing more 
difficulties than at any time dim- 
ing the past decade,” economist 
Ma Hong said at a recent seminar 
on China's 10 years of reforms. 

The first five years of reform 
recorded heady successes, as the 
rehabilitated family farmer, 
released from communal shack- 
les, grew more and enjoyed 
unprecedented prosperity. 

Thousands of small rural fac- 
tories, now employing 88 
million, were set up, helping 
relieve the surplus farm labour 
problem and providing a new 
source of vibrancy for the econ- 
omy. 

"Before the 1980s life was 
dosed" for the 80 per cent of 
China's 1 billion people who live 
in rural areas,” said Fei 
Xiao tong, China’s leading anth- 
ropologist, in an interview.

WASHINGTON. (UPI): Two 
former presidents who say they 
“know where some of the land 
mines are" have urged president- 
elect George Bush to rely on at 
least one dose friend to tell him 
the truth and avoid becoming too 
isolated in office. 

Gerald Ford and Jimmy Car- 
ter gave Bush several personal 
tips on handling the Oval Office 
as a preface to their issue-domin- 
ated “Report to the New 
President," released Nov 21. 

The most controversial recom- 
mendations in the report urged 
Bush to propose a $13 bSKon-a- 
year tax increase and cut annual 
social security and federal 
retirement cost-of-living in- 
creases. Bush vowed during the 
campaign not to raise taxes orcut 
social security benefits. 

The report's personal sugges- 
tions, however, were equally can- 
did, coming from two men who 
know what they are talking 
about Ford became president 
upon the Aug 9, 1974, resigna- 
tion of Richard Nixon because of 
the Watergate scandal. Carter 
defeated Ford for the White 
House in 1976 but himself was 
defeated in 1980 by Ronald 
Reagan. 

Mistakes 

“Each of us had his own lucky 
breaks and each of us made his 
own share of mistakes," the for- 
mer presidents wrote in their 
report, compiled with the help of 
experts under the auspices of 
American Agenda, a group the 
two headed. 

"At least we know where some

tical experience could be of value 
as you prepare to assume the 
presidency.” 

They urged Bush to be flexible 
and follow President Franklin 
Roosevelt’s advice: ‘Try one 
method and, if it fails, try 
another.” 

“There is no disgrace in adjust- 
ing your course to meet changing 
realities, but there may be danger 
in failing to do so,” Ford and 
Carter wrote. 

“Facing reality — dealing with 
the world as it is while working to 
reshape it as you would like it to 
be — is the ultimate respon- 
sibility of every president. It's 
what Harry Truman meant when 
he said. The buck stops here.' 

They told Bosh to “keep in 
touch with the great world out- 
side the White House gates” and 
not let protective aides deny him 
access to a broad range of ideas. 

"To keep a perspective on all 
things, we found it useful to meet 
as informally as we could with a 
variety of private sector leaders," 
they said.

They told Bush there are two 
post-election transitions: “One is 
from government to govern- 
ment; the other is your personal 
transition from candidate to 
president-elect The first takes 10 
weeks, the second is up to you.” 

Winning a presidential elec- 
tion is “as heady as it is historic,” 
but the post-election period is a 
time “to store away your cam- 
paign hats and ways, to change 
from leader of your party to 
leader of the nation,” they said. 

Bush, since defeating 
Democrat Michael Dukakis Nov 
8, has met with governors and 
with Democratic House Speaker 
Jim Wright of Texas. 

Ford and Carter advised, “the 
people who ran your campaign 
will not in all cases be the best 
people to nm your administra- 
tion.”

The former president said 
Bush, ax most, can interview per- 
sonally about 50 of thel ,400 peo- 
ple he will appoint to top govern- 
ment jobs, so he must rely on his 
cabinet and White House aides. 

Ford and Carter urged Bush to 
spend time with top appointees 
“so that they understand what 
you expect of them ahd fed part 
of your team from the outset.

They also advised that Bush 
take Congressional leaders “into 
your confidence whenever you 
can (because) like most of us, 
they do not like to be surprised.” 

“Much of their power as. 
leaders is their knowing what is 
going on and what is about to 
happen,” they said. “As a rule, 
early consultation, even given 
the risk of premature leaks, pays 
greater dividends than surprise 
initiatives."

Inflation 

Price reform, regarded as a key . 
to bringing production more in 
tine with demand, has been put 
on hold because of inflation. 
Competition for scarce raw 
materials has given rise to a 
brand of economic wariordism 
in which some provinces have 
even set np armed guards on 
provincial borders to prevent 
coveted goods from escaping. 

While private entrepreneurs 
have been enriched by the 
reforms, many on fixed salaries, 
such as government and hospital 
workers and educators, have suf- 
fered. “Teachers earn less than 
peddlars," said anthropologist 
Fei.

UNITED NATIONS, (AP):

UN headquarters agreement 
concerning granting; of visas and 
the obligations of the United 
States as host country not to 
impede the work of UN 
diplomats and invitees:

A race for better technology 


The automobile is now moving into its 
second century. Oil crises, legislation, 
inflation, social and political changes, have 
all had their impact. Yet the motor car does 
not merely survive, it thrives. 

The motor industry, in all its forms, is a 
prime mover: it generates vast employment 
both primarily and in its crucial satellite 
production centres — body forms, com- 
ponents, replacement parts, designs... 

No other form of transport can offer the 
same freedom to travel as the motor car. 


Yet j as that self-same freedom becomes 
even more valued, so manufacturers have to 
make even greater efforts to respond to the 
constantly changing demands of a com- 
munity ever more aware of purchase prices, 
economy of running, lower maintenance 
costs, the need to preserve the environment, 
all in the shadow of dwindling traditional 
fuel resources. 

This article looks at some of the develop- 
ments we can look forward to in the next 
decade.

MOTORING technology is 
almost as much subject to the 
whims of fashion as the shape 
of a motor car or the colour it is 
painted.

Car buyers will spend extra 
for the technology which gives 
them what they want, and 
today they want to feel they are 
doing their bit for the environ- 
ment. 

The argument can be exten- 
ded. What is the next area of 
technology to which consumer 
interest will turn? There are 
three possibilities lined up in 
the starting stalls for the 1990s. 
One is a sudden blossoming of 
the long delayed electronic 
revolution. Another is the 
advent — of the rustproof plas- 
-ticcar. The third is an intercon- 
nected series of mechanical 
developments which could 
make cars altogether easier, as 
well as more efficient to drive. 

Electronics earned them- 
selves a bad name a few years 
ago. Car product planners 
wrongly decided to put elec- 
tronics where it was most 
evident to the consumer: fair- 
ground-display dashboards, 
backseat-driver voices 'issuing 
•warnings. Consumer reaction - 
3fos a^verslrPfodQct' planners r 
■afe'nbt always Tight. Today's - 
carsstzH use electronics systems 
but they are devoted instead to 
improving efficiency and 
safety. 

There was a time when the 
specification-writers of the 
technical magazines used to 
distinguish carefully between 
electronic fuel injection and the 
simpler mechanical kind. 

Such a distinction is no lon- 
ger necessary. Virtually all fuel 
injection — and ignition — is 
electronic. Automatic trans- 
missions are rapidly moving in 
the same direction. For the car- 
consumer, the bonus is 
improved efficiency, at a price. 


Efficiency is measured, 
especially by the “executive" 
car buyer who stumps up the 
profit margins the industry so 
earnestly desires, as unproved 
perfromance for no penalty in 
hid consumption. 

There is a large body of 
evidence that in recent years, 
actual overall fuel consump- 
tion has stagnated while perfor- 
mance has improved 
dramatically. 

Electronics 

It is electronics which has 
made modem anti-lock brak- 
ing systems (other than the 
cost-conscious systems engin- 
eered specifically for small 
front-drive cars)possible. Anti- 
lock looked like becoming yet 
another item on that long list of 
things people would not buy 
because it was too expensive: 
people want it, and they will 
-buy it, as long as the cost is not 
totally excessive. 

Once you have widespread 
electronic anti-lock brakes, the 
engineers point out, you also 
have most of what you need to 
create a system that limits 
wheelspin when you are trying 
to accelerate on slippery sur- 
faces, and gives you the least 
drama. Traction control, which 
in engmeermg terms, js mti- 
lock braking in reverse 1 , mayy e t' '

Next in line of electronic suc- 
cession comes “active ride,” 
pioneered by Lotus. In active 
ride, the suspension is electron- 
ically controlled to counter the 
bumps of the road surface, 
rather than doing its passive 
best to absorb them in conven- 
tional springs and dampers. It 
is a fair assumption that within 
a decade, any “executive” car 
worth its salt wfll need active 
ride to stay competitive. Its 
irresistible attraction, for up- 
market cars, is that apart from 
providing a much more com- 
fortable ride, it provides a

Electronic improvements are 
the short-priced favourite in 
the technology race. Plastic 
cars are the rank outsider, but 
like all outsiders it could make 
some brave punter a lot of 
money.

Now it seems we may be on 
the verge of a breakthrough 
since the plastics researchers 
have moved to thermoplastic 
(recycles ble) rather than ther- 
mosetting compounds and are 
beginning to offer a wider range 
of tailor-made reinforcements. 
Quietly, the major car man- 
ufacturers are carrying out 
trials ofbody parts in these new 
materials. 


using ‘the left and right 
mirror, along with the mid- 
dle mirror fixed in your 
vehicle. Don’t allow your 
child to stick his neck out of 
the window. It can be dan- 
gerous. 

9. Use the right signal on the 
right turn, and left signal 
for the left turn, much in 
advance and not on just 
when you approach the 
turning. Remember that 
the signal is to caution 
other motorist about your 
intentions to take a turn. 

10. Driving at nighfc Don’t just 
use the parking lights 
(Remember the parking 
lights are meant to be put 
on for temporary parking 
for few minutes), rather use 
the regular lights so that 
other people either driving, 
walking or crossing the 
roads know that a vehicle is 
approaching near them. If 
you don't know the correct 
use of lighting system, con- 
sult the 1 traffic department 
who will advise you. Night 
Driving is very difficult 
especially on single roads, 
where two-way traffic is 
involved. One must know 
the correct use of Head 
fights. 

11. Learn thoroughly all the 
controls on the Dash- 
board of the car that you 
are driving. 

12. U-Turn: Always have 

plenty of patience on a U- 
tum. Most of the accidents 
can be avoided if the driver 
has patience. 

13. Don’t EAT or Comb your 
hair while driving, 
however, expert you might 
be. 

14. Mechanic: It is better to 
seek help from a wise and 
trained mechanic, in case 
you want to fix your vehi- 
cle. An unexperienced - 
mechanic may charge less 
but cause more problems 
to your car/motor/vehicle.

Finally, there is the promise 
that a number of seemingly 
diverse mechanical develop- 
ments might come together to 
change the way cars feel — to 
make them easier but also more 
rewarding to drive.

Within the next decade we 
may well see a revolution in 
-transmission design. Any .

The first modem, steel-bel- 
ted continuously variable tran- 
smissions are now in produc- 
tion, and behind the scoffing, 
most major manufacturers are 
beavering away developing 
rival systems, with or -without 
discrete gear ratios. 

Last year saw the launch — 


almost inevitably, by two rival 
Japanese companies — of cars 
with four-wheel steering. This 
is yet another of those ideas 
which feels so natural, and 
affords such advantages in 
practice that it is likely to join 
our list of features which suc- 
ceeded in spite of the protests of 
the cheap-and-simple school 

It could combine with the 
probable developments in 
engine and transmission tech- 
nology to make the car of the 
1990s a more agile and safe 
vehicle. 

Those are the most likely 
technical fashions of the next 
few years. The proviso has 
always to be made that events 


could overtake them. The next 
energy crisis might be just 
around the comer. Somebody 
’ may astonish us ail with (say ) a 
completely new type of spark- 
ing plug — the present one has ; 
been recognisably with us for 
half a century — or a com- 
pletely new tyre concept to suc- 
ceed the radial-ply sons of the 
1950s revolution. 

If you believe in continuity 
and the logic of progression, 
however — and if you are a 
senior motor industry product 
planner — you are more likely 
to be looking at the existing 
evidence than waiting for the 
breakthrough which may not 
come.

£28,000 — and not even an ashtray!

IT looks like a low-flying mis- 
sile ... and its set to cause one of 
the world’s biggest motoring 
explosions. 

For the road-hugging Solo- 
2, which has power to match its 
dynamic appearance is set to 
put supercar rivals Porsche and 
Ferrari in a real spin. 

Made by Panther, the com- 
pany who also make the old- 
fashioned looking Kallista, the 
Solo will reach a top speed of 
ISOraph, yet it costs just 
£28,000. And even though that 
is cheap by superstar standards 
it doesn't even have an ashtray! 

But the Solo does combine 
the very latest race car tech- 
nology with almost every other 
luxury. 

There is an ingenious 
headlight concealing system 
with special pods (hat revolve 
through 170’ and the rear wing 
is identical to the current For- 
mula One March. Lightweight 
kevlar has been used and all 
body panels have been specially 
moulded to reduce drag. 


Is it a Porsche, or is it a Ferrari? No, it’s an 
all-new cut-price supercar. Yet the 150 
mph Panther Solo 2 doesn’t even have an 
ashtray!

Now the mid -engined Solo is 
being hailed as one of the most 
important new British sports 
cars since the Jaguar E-type — 
the .first purpose-built luxury 
sports car that the man in the 
street could afford. 


In the early 1 960s the E-type 
could be bought for just over 
£2,000 and it showed rivals 
Mercedes and Porsche a dean 
setofheels not only on the road, 
but also in price. 

And that’s exactly what Pan- 


ther’s owner Korean-born 
Young Kim has aimed to do 
with the Solo. 

At £28,000 the new Solo 
easily undercuts the £40,000 
asked for by rival sportscar 
manufacturers — ana with a 
limited production of just 100 
cars to be built in 1988 they will 
certainly be exclusive. 

It is powered by a turbo- 
charged Ford Cosworth engine 
and can accelerate to 60mph in 
just 5.7 seconds. The Solo has 
been on the drawing board for 
the past five years. In the begin- 
ning it was to be a slower, less 
expensive version of what has 
finally been put on the road. . 

But Young Kim explains: 
"Though the Solo 1 had a 
tremendous reception, we felt' 
that Panther's real future lay in 
a more advanced car. 

"We have designed the Solo- 
2 as a very high quality, high 
performance and Porsche com- 
petitor." 

And the reason for only 
offering an ash-tray and 
dgarette lighter as an optional 
extra ... Though he smokes 
himself. Young Kim does not 
believe in encouraging others!

WANT to avoid jump starting 
your car? The right choice of 
battery brand and proper 
maintenance will save you this 
problem and ... some money. 

Most of us, car owners, are 
lost among the variety of bat- 
tery brands available on the 
market. What should we buy 
and where? The cheapest or the 
best, in small shops or reliable 
agencies? The answer is not as 
difficult as one might expect. 

But first, let us take a look at 
a modern car battery. It 
appears that however much 
improved, its basic design has 
not been changed for years. 
Although battery manufac- 
turers in their research 
laboratories try to find new sys- 
tems for energy storage, we 
have still the same old lead-acid 
(L- A) battery to start our cars, 
with all its drawbacks and 
limitations. 

Future 

However, there exist plans 
among car manufacturers to 
produce battery- for- life, as an 
integrated part of a future car. 
The new type of Nickel-Cad- 
mium batteries with Fibre- 
structured electrodes (FNC) 
could fulfil this role, with its 40 
years expected lifetime, and 
other surprisingly great advan- 
tages. 

This new system was inven- 
ted recently (3972-1982) by 
DAUG-Reasearch Laborat- 
ory, a joint subsidiary of 
Daimler-Benz and Volks- 
wagen, and is produced by 
Hoppecke (W. German manu- 
facturer of the highest quality 
batteries) in a joint-venture 
company, called DA-HO 
fDAUG-HOPPECKF). Un- 
fortunately, the application of 
this idea in the car industry is 
still a dream of the future', 
albeit, more for commercial 
than technical reasons. 
Therefore, if you cannot get 
what you like, you have to like 
what you get, i .e. L- A batteries. 

Notabene, Ni-Cd batteries 
are being used widely as Emer- 
gency Power Supply Systems, 
in applications where constant 
(uninterrupted) supply of 
power is needed: in hospitals, 
airports, banks, power sta- 
tions, for computers, telecom- 
munications and many others. 

Now, back to the L-A bat- 
tery. Its performance and life- 
time depend mainly on the foll- 
owing factors: 

— quality 


Lost in the battery 
jungle? Here are a 
few pointers... 


— proper “putting into opera- 
tion” 

— careful maintenance 

— external factors like weather 
conditions, state of car elec- 
trical system, etc 

— mis use 

Quality is cheapest 

This well known saying 
works in this business as well as 
in every other. But seems not to 
be taken into consideration by 
most customers. A quality bat- 
tery costs 60-1 00 per cent more 
than the cheapest one. But its 
life-time is longer by 5- 10 times, 
not mentioning long guaran- 
tees and much better perfor- 
mance (higher so-called crank- 
ing current). So, although we 
pay more initially, in the long 
run, we save on money and the 
headache of frequent changes 
andproblems with starting. 

The best on the market seem 
to be certain W. German 
makes. Obviously not ail of 
them. Results of the last year 
test for deter mining the best 
battery on the German market 
conducted by TUV- Rheinland 
in Koln (the most reliable W.G. 
technical professionals) in their 
laboratory, on behalf of Auto- 
Zeitung magazine (3/87) were 
surprising. Batteries of only 
four manufacturers passed that 
severe test prepared according 
to DIN standards. Winner of 
the contest was HOPPECKE, 
the second was Varta — both 
with the appraisal "highly rec- 
commendable”. Third place 
went to Bosch and Sonnens- 
chine with the same score. The 
other competitors were ... "not 
recommended”. 

Location of the manufac- 
turer’s workshops affects 
quality of products. An unfor- 
tunate practice exists in Kuwait 
of not indicating the origin of 
some batteries. Being convin- 
ced of buying a European 
product we actually purchase 
an Asian one (e.g. from Sin- 
gapore). The only factor reveal- 
ing this fact is considerably 
lower prioe. 

Putting into operation 

This funny sounding tech- 
nical term means a lot to bat- 
tery performance and life-time. 


It is extremely important that 
some basic rules are observed 
while initially filling-in elec- 
trolyte and charging a battery. 
Unfortunately, they are not 
commonly followed locally, 
and then customers wonder 
why their batteries have such a 
short life-time. 

Maintenance 

“Car drivers have a reason to 
be confused. For years man- 
ufacturers of car batteries have 
bees praising their products for 
being ’maintenance-free', but 
on a closer look it becomes 
obvious that nothing has ever 
been improved in this matter. 
Most batteries declared as 
‘maintenance- free' still have 
water re fill plugs. The stickers 
on the containers of a number 
of car batteries obviously 
presuppose maintenance work 
as necessary: “To be filled with 
distilled water only" — is the 
note which contradicts the 
advertising promises of 
producers. Why should one 
then refill water if batteries are 
supposed to be maintenance- 

“The whole story is mislead- 
ing. A loss of liquid (only water 
evaporates) in a modem L-A 
car battery cannot be com- 
pletely avoided. That’s why. 
Looking Grom customer’s point 
of view, electric storage bat- 
teries should not be declared as 
'maintenance-free', but at best 
as ‘low maintenance’ " — Auto 
Zeitung 3/87. 

Misunderstanding comes 
from a nomenclature used in 
European DIN Standards 
which defines “maintenance- 
free” battery as one, which does 
not lose more water than 6g per 
1 Ah in a life-time, under the 
specially defined conditions — 
DIN 43539 part 2. Also that the 
battery possesses a big enough 
reservoir to cover this loss (bet- 
ween max. and min. mark on a 
container). Of course the life- 
time of completely dosed bat- 
tery is short compared to the 
normal, opened one. 

In consideration of the 
above, a battery called 
DUPLEX, showing water los- 
ses of less than 3g per 1 Ah (50 
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per cent better than those 
defined in DIN), was designed 
and produced by Hoppecke. 
with a guarantee in Europe 
covering 5 years. 

External factors 

One of the most frequent 
reuse* leading to battery dis- 
charge and damage is improper 
work of a car alternator and 
voltage regulator. Charging 
voltage should be of 14.1 +/ 
-0.3 volt, measured under 
specified conditions, which 
should be known to every car 
electrician (?). It happens veiy 
often indeed that charging vol- 
tage does not meet < the 
specifications, resulting in a 
poor performance of even 
brand new battery. 

An electrical leakage is also a 
common cause of draining the 
power out of a battery. It is not 
at all necessary to find a com- 
ponent of a car responsible for 
this drainage. That is exactly 
why only very good electricians 
should be recommended to 
dealt with it. 

But even with a car electrical 
system without any failures, 
charging might be not suf- 
ficient, as AC is used formost of , 
the year and it drops charging 
voltage drastically. So a battery 
might need additional charging 
approximately once a year. If 
you are too lazy (read busy) to 
bother (and who is not?), there 
are handy solar devices to be 
plugged in a car lighter socket 
providing charging of the bat- 
tery with a very small current, 
enough to compensate for bat- 
tery seif-discharge. A similarly 
based system has been success- 
fully introduced in fire-fighting 
brigade cars in co-operation 
with KISR’s power depart- 
ment. 

To make battery life easier 
(and longer), during starting an 
engine, all electricity consum- 
ing devices like AC, radio, 
lights, telephone, etc., should 
be switched off. 

All this information is noth- 
ing but a fraction of what there 
is to know about car batteries. 
We hope, however, it is more 
than enough to protect you 
against an unpleasant surprise 
from this side of car mechanics. 

As to the other sides of car 
owner’s life, well it is brutal 
and full of traps. And after all, 
there are only two happy days 
in his/her life. The first, when 
your new and beautiful car is 
just bought, and the second one 
when you get rid at last of that 
junk.

Innovation 
and invention 
is the name 
of the game

LIKE that celebrated pools 
winner in the UK who said she 
was going to “spend, spend, 
spend," the motor industry at 
the moment seems similarly 
driven by an urge that some 
should say is equally self-des- 
tructive to “invent, invent, 
invent." 

Innovations and inventions 
have been coming at us thick 
and fast. 

Perhaps it was Audi who 
started the technological ball 
rolling with “vorsprung dureh 
technik ." exemplified by the 
aerodynamic 100 and quattro 
four-wheel-drive. 

But while Audi continues to 
innovate — the new 80 and 90 
are as streamlined as ever; the 
quattro system has been 
improved and the Procon-Ten 
safety system introduced — the 
real driving force is now Japan. 

At a seemingly effortless 
pace that nevertheless has the 
rest of the industry gasping for 
breath, the Japanese manufac- 
turers have produced four- 
wheel-steering, multi-valve 
engines, four-wheel-drive, elec- 
tronic suspension control and 
more, like rabbits from a con- 
juror's hat. 

Distinct 

The process of technological 
advance has moved in distinct 
stages. You could trace its roots 
± as far as the Mini, that 
pioneer or transverse engined, 
ront-wheel- drive design. Cer- 
tainly you can look bade 25 
years to the launch of cars like 
the first Ford Cortina, the 
Morris 1100 and the Lotus 
Elan. 

These- - heralded a new 
approach by industry, away 
froth, fhe’big, iiuHLy Oxfords, 
Minxes and Victors to lighter, 
more space-efficient machines. 


targe tted at market segments 
increasingly identified by 
market research. 

But it was not until the elec- 
tronic and computer revolution 
of the late seventies that these 
ideas could be worked towards 
their logical conclusion. Com- 
puter aided design and man- 
ufacturing brought turmoil to 
the industry but out of it came a 
new logic. 

That revolution is now ali 
but complete: the cars you see 
today are a product of that 
logic: each range sharing 
design, manufacturing and 
components to an unpreceden- 
ted degree. 

The pant Peugeot-Citroen 
group, for instance, has a post- 
revolutionary range from 
Citroen AX to Peugeot 405 that 
is based around a handful of 
floorpans and power trains. 

Quest 

Such systems provide 
unrivalled detail design flex- 
ibility around a stable, cost- 
effective core — again some- 
thing the Japanese manufac- 
turers can still demonstrate 
with startling virtuosity: the 
new Toyota Corolla, for ins- 
tance, features saloon, hatch, 
estate and liftback derivatives 
of the same essential structure. 

Haud-in-glove with this 
manufacturing revolution 
came a design revolution. 
Computers now calculate stres- 
ses in body structures and com- 
ponents, allowing weight to be 
saved and construction sim- 
plified. 

With less panels, fewer

Rolls-Royce sues 
over copy-eat car 


ROLLS-ROYCE has 
begun court action against 
an Australian company it 
alleges is copying its cars 
and selling them at a tenth 
the price of the originals. 

Rolls-Royce believes 
lookalikes produced by 
Adelaide-based Creative 
Cars were too similar to the 
£140,000 Rolls-Royce 
Silver Spirit, Bruce Debelle, 
counsel for Rolls-Royce, 
told the Federal Court in 
Adelaide. 

The level of copying was 
such that there was an 
attempt to pass the car off 
as genuine. 

The lookalike is called 
Glamer, and is made from 
Australian Holden vehicles. 
Body changes include the 
fitting of a grille similar to 
that used by Rolls-Royce, 
the court was told. 


Rolls-Royce was 
concerned that there would 
be an association between 
the two cars and that the 
similarity between them 
would be used by others to 
pass off the lookalike car as 
a prestige vehicle, to the 
detriment of Rolls-Royce, 
Debelle said. 

In promotional material, 
the company said it had 
aimed its latest car at the 
rental market. It said the 
car would also be available 
for private purchase at a 
cost of about £ 1 4,000. 

The Rolls-Royce Silver 
Spirit sells in Australia for 
£117,000. 

Creative Cars has 
produced other lookalike 
cars, including models 
called the Poraga, Porrera 
and Ferrino. 


STUTTGART, West Ger- 
many.

Stuttgart county adminis- 
trator Manfred Bulling sent a 
letter to Daimler-Benz chair- 
man Edzard Reuter saying that 
the Daimler family name was 
rooted in the Stuttgart region, 
while Mercedes was of ques- 
tionable origin.

Only the price 
premium over the carburettor 
has restricted its progress but 
now cars like the Rover 820E 
show a cost-conscious alter- 
native with single-point rather 


than multi-point injection. 

Following fuel injection 
down through the price classes 
is a newer and even cleverer 
product of the micro-electronic 
era — engine management. In 
systems like the Bosch 
Motronic. microprocessors 
regulate injection and ignition 
against pre-programmed 
“maps" of settings. 

Twenty five years back, man- 
ufacturers were flirting with 
alternatives to the internal 
combustion engine like tur- 
bines and the WankeL These 
days you may find a Wankel in 
some cars but otherwise the i.c. 
engine still rules. 

It's now a much more sophis- 
ticated unit, of course, and with 
Europe facing up to the sort of 
exhaust emission regulations 
that have been in force in other 
major markets, a whole new 
phase of development is under 
way involving “lean burn” 
combustion, catalytic conver- 
ters and lead-free Kiel. 

After flirting with the perfor- 
mance advantages of turbo- 
charging (still popular but no 
longer quite so wide in its 
appeal) the industry is now 
engaged in perhaps a more 
serious courtship of multi- 
valve engines. 

Still thought of as sporty 
(witness cars like the Golf GTi 
16V), multi-valve engines may 
be a successful route towards 
retaining present power levels 
whilst achieving future emis- 
sion requirements. Japanese 
manufacturers, using their 
home market experience, 
clearly believe so — the new 
Honda Civic and Toyota 
Corolla ranges are entirely 
powered by multi- valve units. 

The microprocessor holds 
the promise of a really remark- 
able revolution in cars and 


motoring over the next decade, 
with on-board navigational 
systems, car-car radar, satellite 
fed information systems linked 
tocity information services and 
other Big Brother ideas. 

Brakes 

One of the great recent 
advances, anti-lock brakes are 
now widely available on 
executive models — though 
they still remain an option on 
too many. Ford fits them as 
standard to Granadas, of 
course, and has also pioneered 
low-cost mechanical anti-lock- 
ing on its smaller models. Now 
this Lucas system has been 
joined by an AP small-car unit, 
on the Fiat UnoTurbo — again 
showing the inexorable spread 
downwards of worthwhile new 
technology. 

Developments like the CVT 
transmission, anti-lock brak- 
ing — and its asociated 
developments of anti-wheel- 
spin devices, and multi-valve 
engines are the product of the 
latest, current stage in the 
industry's technological race. 

So, too. is Japan's latest con- 
juring trick — four-wheel- 
steering. This is the stage when 
mastery of modern manufac- 
turing and increased under- 
standing of micro-electronics 
has given manufacturers the 
confidence to devise new and 
more sophisticated mechanical 
systems — sometimes of daz- 
zling complexity. 

The new Honda Prelude, for 
instance, features a 16- valve 
electronically managed engine, 
anti-lock braking and four- 
wheel-steering. It could all just 
prove too much, of course, for 
those buyers who simply want, 
as they always have, a reliable, 
comfortable and economical 
family car.

Space age 
technology 
for race kart 

AN aerodynamic kart from 
Britain, designed by aerospace 
engineers uses techniques and 
materials introduced to guard 
stellar probes on their journeys 
to Saturn. Uranus and Mars. 

The 'Titan' has been 
developed using performance 
expertise gained from working 
on such projects as the HalL/s 
Comet probe. Tornado air craft 
and other modem NATO air- 
craft. Space-shield materials 
(such as high-impact-rcsistant 
carbon fibre similar to thai 
used on space explorations) 
have been used. 

The race kart has taken two 
years to develop and incor- 
porates aerofoils and. protec- 
tive honeycomb bulkheads for 
driver safety similar to those 


used in jet fighters. It is built on 
a modular system, so. although 
it is a full-bodied kart, the 
whole body does not have to be 
replaced if one piece is 
damaged. The body is 2.13 m 
lone, *1.22 m wide and 58 cm 
high at the apex of the back 
wing (7x4x2 ft). 

In testing on British and 
overseas circuits, the kart rea- 
ched speeds of more than 240 
km.h (150 milch) in varying 
climates. Engines available 
with the Titan are an air-cookd 
210 VUliers which gives a max- 
imum speed of 195 km/h (131 
mile/b).a Rotax 125cm 3 engine 
for a maximum 210 km/h) and 
a Rotax 250 cm’ engine which 
gives speeds up to 210 kmh 
1 1 60 mile/h).

Star shines above Stuttgart 
Nearly every aspect of life in 
this quaint Gennan town is 
influenced in some way by the 
Daimler-Benz company. The 
Mercedes Star, perhaps, sym- 
bolises it

Benz joined hands, the Star sign 
was bcrn. Gottlieb Daimler 


had sent a postcard to his wife 
on which he drew two guiding 
stars — a three-pointed star 
and a four-pointed one — over 
his home in Deutz and told her 
that one day the star would rise 
above his factory. 

After Daimler's death in 
1900, his two sons found the 
postcard and decided to use the 
star symbol. In 1909, they 
applied for registration. Both 
were registered. Only the three- 
pointed star was used. In 1921, 
it became a radiatoremblem, so 
says the guide to the Daimler- 
Benz Museum in Unterturk- 


heim, Stuttgart, West Ger- 
many. 

The museum is the largest 
automobile museum in West 
Germany, which was reopened 
in 1986. 

As you enter the museum, a 
little gill’s photograph catches 
the eye. The soft, innocent face 
surrounded by models of 
several cars, Benz-mod els, no 
doubt. “She is 11 -year-old 
Mercedes, the girl who gave her 
nam e to the car.” It is said that 
before the turn of the century, 
rally drivers considered it chic 
to use a pseudonym. This 
served another purpose as well. 


If they lost, their identity was 
also concealed. In the 1899 


Nice Touring Competition a 
man name d Emil Telfinele, who 


later became an Austro-Hun- 
garian consul, drove a 28 hp 
Daimler car as “Mercedes”. 
Jellinek had used his daughter’s 
name, because the girl had 
brought him luck. Once again. 


he was proved right. He won. 
Promptly Jellinek i 



r __ placed an 

order for 36 more cars with a 
pre-condition that he be all- 
owed to market them under the 
name “Mercedes” in Austria 
and France. The name caught 
on and in 1902, it was regis-, 
tered. 

Such anecdotes, narrated by 
the guide, make it all the more 
interesting to walk through the 
auto museum where exhibits 
are arranged chronologically 
allowing viators to absorb, in a 
nutshell, some aspects of the 
100-year history of the 
automobile. “Visual leaps in 
time, comparisons and cros- 
sreferences between different 
motoring eras are produced,” 
ys the guide, taking you along 
ae of the 26 “stations” in the

museum. 

The “Raring History” brid- 
ges become vital “time links”. 
A panel behind each exhibit 
explains several milestones in 
science and technology upto 
World War II. For example, 
the Statue of Liberty in New 


York forms a backdrop to 
Daimler's ' motor bicycle; 
Lilienthal’s glider, Bohr’s 
atomic model, the first com- 
puter and the first stratospheric 
balloon are some of the objects 
which appear at regular 
intervals during the tour of the 
museum built on 5,760 square 
metres of land. 

For cars of the 1950s- 1960s 
three dimensional objects 
replace the two-dimensional 
displays. For example, next to 
the 300 SL with gull wing doors, 
articles of everyday use — 
razors, radios, cameras, etc — 
are displayed. 

Visitors are also given a 
“glimpse of history” — on 
video, introducing V.IJP. cars. 
“Imperial Automobiles” of 
Gennan Emperor WQhelm II 
or Japan's Tenno, returned to 
the museum in 1971, are also on 
show. Raring history comes 
alive with names like Rudolf 
Caracciola, Manfred von 
Brauchitsch, Hermann Lang, 
Juan Manuel Fangio and oth- 
ers through a collage of surviv- 
ing raring films upto 1955. 

At another point, the multi- 
media show attunes visitors to 
the state of transport and traffic 
at the time when motoring 
pioneers were developing their 
first automobiles. The stage is a 
tractor-trailer with a container 
whose side walls open every 
half hour, exposing a screen. 
The visitor is in the 1886, wat- 
ching how goods were trans- 
ported on roads — by oxcarts, 
or horse-drawn carts. 

Long after you've visited the 
museum, the face of the girl 
who gave her name to the car 
remains in memory. And the 
Star symbol reminds you of a 
dream fulfilled — of a man who 
made motoring history.

IT is the ul tima te map of the 
future, a driver's best friend. A 
new electronic gadget that 
promises to make frustrating car 
journeys a thing of the past. 

It is called TravelPilot and the 
makers claim that with its help 
you will never again be lost in a 
town that is unfamiliar to you. 

TravelPilot is like a small TV 
screen that fits on to the car's 
dashboard. It incorporates a 
compact disc system mid micro- 
computer that displays your 
route on the screen — - and as you 
approach your destination the 
scale of the map enlarges so you 
can even read street names. 

By the early I990’s the man- 
ufacturers, Bosch of West Ger- 
many, hope to have developed a 
synthesiser to add to the system 
so a voice will actually teU you 
which turn to take next 
But there is a catch. While 
motorists can pay less than £5 for 
a good road map or street guide, 
the TravelPilot will cost between 
£1500 and £2000 when it is laun- 
ched in Britain next year under

For the motorist who has everything, now 
comes the computerised road map dis- 
played on a screen on the dashboard. But 
this new TravelPilot will be a little more 
expensive than a simple road map... 


Though it sounds com- 
plicated, the device is apparently 
very easy to use. A “menu” 
guides you through the steps to 
operate the map. All you have to 
do is enter the name of the town 
and street where you are heading, 
press the start button and away 
you go. 

TravelPilot gives the vehicle's 
current position from sensors in 
the wheel rims of the car. The 
direction of travel is identified by 
a built-in electronic compass. 

The computerised map- will 
include street plans of all towns 
with over 100,000 inhabitants 
and all major connecting routes. 

Future models could even 
incorporate information on

The strange thing about 
Felix Wankel, who was bom in 
Baden (south-west Germany) 
in 1902 as the son of a forester, 
is that he never studied engin- 
eering or learnt a technical 
trade, nor dkl he ever obtain a 
driving licence. As a boy he was 
very weak in mathematics and 
had to leave grammar school 
without taking the university 
entrance examination. After a 
general business apprentice- 
ship he worked for a publishing 
company. 

But that was no more than a 
temporary occupation because 
Wankel devotedall his free time 
to acquiring technical 
knowledge. With friends he set 
up a workshop where he 
experimented with engines, 
particularly those suitable for 
racing care or speedboats. 

By 1936 he was doing so well 
that he was able to establish his 
own technical institute in L'm- 
dau- He achieved his great suc- 
cess in 1944. The rotary-piston 
engine was ready, not only on 
the drawing board but as a 
model. 

. The piston in the Wankel 
engine, unlike that of the 
traditional gasoline and diesel 
combustion engine, does not 
move up and down in the cylin- 
der but circles directly around 
tiie crankshaft and is powered 
by the ignition processes in the 
cylinders which have a circ ular 
configuration. This places less 
strain on the engine but alw 
means less power for the same 
cubic capacity as an ordinary 
engine. 

But the great future predic- 
ted for the rotary engine did no t 
materialize. Only NSU, the 
automobile firm based at 
Neckarsulm, decided to power 

one of their models with Wank- 

d’s engine. With his help NSU 

produced the Ro-80, which was 

a success both in terms of func- 
tion and design and found 

many admirers, but this success 

was not reflected in sales 
figures. Since NSU closed 
down no more Ger man cars 
have been built with Wankel 
engines. Japanese manufac- 
turers later obtained a licence 
to build this rotaxy-piston 

engine . 

Felix Wankel has continued 
to work on his engine 
““deterred. Today it is used in 
lawn-mowers, tree saws, small 
vehicles and boats.

Cra nkin g the engine is the 
toughest job on the battery. A

■ as much as 300 amps for 
some engines — is applied to 
the task of turning the engine 
East enough to Ore. A heavy 
able joins the starter's positive 
circuit to the battery. Ground is 
maintained through the engine 
and battery ground strap and 
the starter's case. 

A second low-amperage cir- 
cuit is provided for the job of 
switching the current on and 
off. It turns the high-amperage 
starting circuit current on by 
means of a relay that on some 
cars is separate from the starter 
— on others it’s on or in the 
starter. Most GM cars use a 
solenoid switch mounted either 
internally or on the outside of 
the starter motor. Most Fords, 
AMC and some imports have a 
relay switch mounted in the 
engine compartment, ususally 
on a fenderwell. Most 
Chryslers have both a solenoid 
switch and relay. 

On some cars with solenoids, 
including all GM, the solenoid 
not only turns on the cranking 
current but engages the starter 
drive pinion with the flywheel. 
This type is called a .solenoid- 
actuated starter. 

Cars with relays have a 
separate device inside the star- 
ter to engage the flywheel.- On 
Chryslers with both a solenoid 
Switch within the starter and a 
relay mounted in the. engine 
compartment. cranking-circuit 
current is turned on and off by 
the solenoid. 

-Switching circuit current is 
turned on and off by the relay 
for a 2-tier switching circuit. 
The relay mounted on the fen- 
derwell is sometimes called a 
solenoid. We'll call it a relay to 
keep from confusing it with the 
solenoid mounted on the star- 
ter.

Precautions 


Assuming your battery isn't 
discharged, “dead silence" can 
be caused by an open connec- 
tion in the switching circuit wir- 
ing or a bad solenoid or relay. It 
is usually not caused by a bad 
starter — unless of course both 
solenoid/relay and starter is 
shot you usually get a pronoun- 
ced relay or solenoid “click” 
when the cranking circuit is 
switched on. 

To determine which part of 
the switching circuit is at fault 
on cars with a starter relay and 
no solenoid switch (including 


most Ford and AMC), jump 
witch 


Third, the engine spins but 
not fast enough to start the car. 

Fourth, you hear a whirring 
noise, but the engine doesn’t 
spin. 

In the following sections 
we'll discuss each type of 
failure. 


the battery and ignition swit 
terminals of the relay. If the car 
has a manual transmission, 
have a helper depress the clutch 
pedal. If the engine doesn't 
crank, check to see if the relay 
has a ground terminal. If it 
does, leave the first jumper in 
place and connect a second 
jumper between the ground ter- 
minal and a good chassis 
ground. If the engine cranks 
now, the clutch or neutral 
safety switch is defective or out 
of adjustment. If the engine still 
doesn't crank, the starter relay 
is shot. 

If the engine cranked when 
you installed the first jumper, 
the no-crank problem is proba- 
bly caused by voltage not rea- 
ching the relay. On cars with 
circuit breaker-type safety swit- 
ches, try installing a jumper 
around the switch. 

If jumping the neutral or 


clutch safety switch doesn't 
help, check to see if voltage is 
reaching the input ride of the 
safety switch with the key in the 
crank position . Ifilins't, there's 
a problem in the wiring, or your 
ignition switch is defective. 

If the warning lights switch 
on when you turn the ignition 
key to the RUN position, vol- 
tage is reaching the switch, so 
the problem is either the switch 
itself or the wiring between the 
ignition switch and the safety 
switch. 

On Chryslers with both a 
solenoid and relay, connect a 
heavy jumper wire on the star- 
ter relay between the battery 
and solenoid terminals. (On 
cars with a manual transmis- 
sion have a helper depress the 
clutch pedal). If the engine 
cranks, the solenoid is good. 

Once you're sure the solen- 
oid is okay, check the relay by 
jumping between the relay’s 
battery and ignition terminals. 
If the engine cranks, the starter 
relay is good as well. 

If connecting the Chrysler's 
battery and ignition ter minals 
won’t make the engine crank, 
connect a second jumper on the 
starter relay between the 
ground te rminal and a good 
ground. If the engine cranks, 
the starter relay is good, but the 
safety switch is defective or mis- 
adj listed, the ignition switch is 
bad or there is a problem in the 
switching; circuit wiring. If the 
engine still doesn't crank, the 
relay is probably defective. 

Clicking noise 

On cars with a solenoid 
switch and no starter relay, 
including GM, connect the 
ignition switch or “S" terminal 
on the solenoid to the battery 
terminal on the solenoid with a 
jumper wire. If this causes the 
engine to crank, the solenoid is 
not at fault. Check the neutral 
safety and ignition switches. 

If you heard the solenoid 
and/or relay click or buzz when 
you tried to start the engine but 
the starter didn't turn, the cran- 
king circuit is being switched

Perform a similar test to 
check ground circuit resistance, 
connecting the negative volt- 
meter lead to the negative bat- 
tery post and the positive to the 
starter housing. Attempt to 
crank the engine and note vol- 
tage drop. On most cars it 
should be less than 0.3 volt. 
Continue testing at other 

points in the ground circuit, 
such as where die ground strap 
joins the battery or chassis, the 

point where the battery ground 

strap attaches and, finally, at 
the battery’s negative terminal. 

If ground circuit voltage 
drop is less than 0.3 volt and 

positive circuit drop is less than 

0.5 volt, high circuit resistance 
is not the cause of the cranking 
problem. In this case , it could 
be that cranking voltage was 
low because the engine is tight, 
or a defective starter. 


Slow cranking 


should show less than 0.5 volt. 
If it does show less than this 
figure, high resistance is not the 
cause. Continue- with the 
itive circuit resistance test 


low. 

If positive circuit resistance is 
above 0.5 volt, check voltage 
drop at other locations, each 
one somewhat closer to the bat- 
tery. Starting at the positive 
battery post and starter ter-, 
minal move successively closer 
to the battery with the negative 
lead. When you reach a point 
where the drop is acceptable, 
you know that the defect is bet- 
ween that point and the last 
location where you tested. 

On GM cars, the second 
place to test is where the battery 
cable attaches to the solenoid. 
If voltage drop is within limits 
here, but was excessive at the 
first testing point, the solenoid 
must be replaced. Thisis a fairly 
commo n problem and is a likely 
cause of either no-crank or 
slow-crank conditions. 

On Fords or AMC cars with 
a relay in the high-amperage 
cranking circuit, make your 
second check at the hjgb- 
amperage te rminal on the star- 
ter side of the relay. If voltage 


drop is okay here, but was 
excessive at the starter ter- 
minal, then either the cable 
connections are loose or 
corroded or the cable joining 
on, so either the starter is defec- 
tive or insufficient voltage is 
reacbingiL . 

To check cranking voltage, 
connect the positive lead of 
your voltmeter to the terminal' 
on the starter where the high- 
amperage battery cable atta- 
ches. Connect the negative lead 
to the starter housing. Then 
crank the engine while you 
watch the voltmeter. You 
should see more than nine 
volts. If you do and the starter 
won’t turn or turns very slowly, 
it is probably defective. If you 
get less than nine volts and you. 
_ know for certain that the bat-* 
tery is okay, circuit resistance 
may be excessive.

first. Connect the positive lead 
of your voltmeter to the centre 
of your positive battery post — 
not to tiie cable terminal. On 
GM cars, connect the negative 
lead to the ter minal on the 


solenoid that is joined to the 
starter motor with a heavy cop- 
per strap. You'll find this ter- 
minal on the lower part of the 
solenoid, right above the star- 
ter housing. On Chryslers and 
Fords, connect it to the ter- 
minal on tiie starter or solenoid, 
where the positive battery cable 
attaches. 

Attempt to crank the engine 
with the voltmeter attached. It 
the relay and starter is defective 
and should be replaced (or per- 
haps the connections are 
loose). 

If voltage drop is still exces- 
sive, make your third check at 
the high-amperage te rminal on 
the battery side of the relay. If 
voltage drop is within limits at 
this point, but was excessive on 
the starter side ofthe relay, then 
the relay itself is the source of 
the high resistance and most be 
replaced. 

On all vehicles, if you haven't 
located the cause of the high 
resistance in previous 
measurements, make your last- 
voltage-drop check on the bat- 
tery terminal (voltmeter 
positive lead on tiie battery 
post, negative lead on the ter- 
minal). If the drop is excessive 


An internal engine problem 
might affect starting when the 
engine is very hot and pistons 
are expanded. Some manufac- 
turers provide a torque 
specification for engine crank- 
ing with a torque wrench on the 
front pulley bolt 

Excessive ignition advance 
can cause slow cranking. 
Sometimes the engine will 
speed up after a few revolu- 
tions. Make sure that timing is 
set to the carmaker's specifica- 
tion before condemning a star- 
ter for slow crank. On cars with 
a m echanical advance mechan- 
ism, make sure the centrifugal 
weights are not sticking.

If you hear the starter motor 
running when you turn the key 
to the START position but the 
engine doesn't crank, the over- 
running dutch is probably not 
engaging. Hus clutch, 
sometimes called the “Bendix" 
or starter drive, engages when 
pressure is applied in one direc- 
tion. It's designed to prevent 
the running from turning the 
cranking motor. If the clutch 
fails to engage, the starter will 
spin but not turn the engine. 
Once the starter has been 
removed from the car, you can 
dieck for a faulty dutch by 
attempting to turn the pinion in - 
both directions.

NOONE had ever seen any- 
thing Quite like it before as the 
cars flashed round Brands 
Hatch Grand Prix circuit- One 
driver burst into tears and cra- 
shed into a barrier. 

Another made an early pit- 
stop because he was tired and 
hungry. And the crowd was 
stunned as one driver became 
so bored with the race that he 
stopped, picked up his car and 
walked off with it. 

For ail the speed aces were 
relying on pedal power. And 
not one of the ten drivers was 
more than five years old. 

Butall the thrills and spills of 
the race track were there .. even 
if they were scaled down a little 
to suit the crash-helmeted com- 
petitors. 

And the plaudits for the 
champion, after he had puffed 
his way triumphantly past the 
chequered flag, couldn't have 
been more enthusiastic if he 
had been Nigel Mansell him- 
self. 

It was four-year-old Mat- 
thew Watson who triumphed in 
Britain's first ever mini- 
marathon at the Grand Prix 
circuit. 

Onlookers cheered as the 
laurel wreath was placed on his 


shoulders and he sprayed the 
customary bottle over the 
crowds. Only the “bubbly” was 
really a bottle of fizzy lemon- 
ade. 

Wearing a bright yellow rac- 
ing suit, Matthew cut a dashing 
figure as be held up bis trophy. 
He said modestly: Tm rather 
tired after all that pedalling.” 
Then like a true champ, he 
posed one more time for the 
cameras before sharing his 
celebration magnum with his 
mother and father, Laura and 
Anthony. 

To win the race Matthew, 
from Maidstone, Kent, com- 
pleted twelve 1 10-yard laps in 
the 24 minutes allowed. His 
father Anthony explained: 
“The boy next door to us owns 
a pedal car and Matthew has 
been practising on that. He’s 
always had a competitive 
spirit.” 

But the new champion nearly 
suffered the disgrace of being 
beaten by the only girl in the 
race, four-year-old Katie War- 
burton, who came a close 
second. 

At one nail-biting stage, she 
was bumper-to-bumper with 
Matthew, pulling out all the 
stops to win and even blocking 
his way.

Volkswagen pins hopes on new Passat

HAMBURG: The Passat. 

West German carmaker Volks- 
wagen’s top-of-the-iine model 
exhibited at the Geneva car 
show earlier this year is to 
follow in the path of the succes- 
sful VW Golf. 

The revamped car, in its third 
-"-ration, is the first new 

t^for which VW chief Carl 

W. Hahn, 61', is responsible. 

Hahn, who has headed 
Europe’s largest automobile 
manufacturer for six years, 
hopes to hold up the decline 
expected in international 
automobile sales in 1988 with 


this model. Hahn could use a 
success. He self-criticaily called 
1987 a "year of ups and 
downs”. 

He was probably referring to 
the 480 million marks (S 287 
million) lost through fraud by 
VW’s own brokers on inter- 
national finance markets last 
year, souring the firm’s best 
sales results in history. 

The company lost inter- 
national respect additionally 
when it closed its West- 
moreland, Pennsylvania plant 
and ceased pi eduction in the 
United States entirely. 

Volkswagen has invested 2 



billion marks (SI. 19 billion) in 
the Passat. Automobile jour- 
nalists praised the car's form 
and conception at its Geneva 
debut. 

For the first time . VW has 
eliminated the formerly succes- 
sful hatchback and is produc- 
ing only a sedan and an estate. 
The engine of the front-drive 
. vehicle has. been mounted sid- 
Vfcways,* a space-saving -tbove 
that has favourably influenced 
its overall design. 

VW’s first Passat, intro- 
duced in 1973, brought the 
company out of a slump, 
replacing the rear-wheel drive 
Beetle which had lost 
popularity. 

Former VW chief Rudolf 
Leidig borrowed the design 
conception for a front-wheel 
drive car from VWs subsidiary 
Audi.

New 
types of 
exhaust 
rings 

RECENT changes in the ways 
engines are manufactured and 
perform have necessitated the 
development of new types of 
exhaust rings. These new types 
are costly than rings used in 
earlier engines for a number of 
reasons. 

Traditional exhaust rings for 
exhaust pipe connections have 
been manufactured from 
readily-available, relatively 
inexpensive metal reinforced 
heat-resistant fibrous 
materials. Because of the 
limited amount of motion bet- 
ween the exhaust system and 
engine in a conventional, lon- 
gitudinally-mounted engine, 
exhaust rings were subjected to 
little or no movement 

However, the advent of the 
front drive, transverse-moun- 
ted engine created a need for 
exhaust rings with special 
properties. Due to the torque 
inherent with this arrangement, 
acceleration and deceleration 
cause the engine to rotate for- 
ward and backward. 

This motion leads to a 4” 
movement between the exhaust 
manifold and pipe, or between 
the exhaust ana intermediate 
pipes. The straw this places on 


theconnection requires that (he 
seal be flexible, durable, and 
gas-tight 

In addition, elevated exhaust 
system temperatures and noise 
reduction requirements have 
led to the use of special exhaust 
rings in many of today’s lon- 
gitudinally-mounted engines. 

To property seal exhaust sys- 
tems, engineers turned to 
exhaust ring materials such as 
stainless steel wire mesh (with 
or witbouta stainless steel foil 
covering) and expanded gra- 
phite (with or without a with- 
out a stainless steel wire mesh 
core) to provide the necessary 
lubricity, abrasion resistance, 
comformability, and heat 
tolerance. 

According to engineers at 
Fel-Pro, Inc, Skokie, IL, USA, 
such materials are costly for 
several reasons. Graphite, for 
example, is found in only a few 
places, and its cost depends 
upon the political stability of its 
countries of origin. Graphite 
also requires costly processing 
to be used in exhaust rings. 
Stainless steel is an expensive 
material, and becomes even 
more expensive when woven 
into a mesh. 

Adding to those costs is the 
engineering required to 
develop these new designs and 
materials, and to develop and 
implement the sophisticated 
technologies needed to man- 
ufacture the rings. 

The increasing function the 
rings must perform, the costlier 
materials required, and the 
intensive engineering and tech- 
nology needed to meet the need 
of today’sen^ines each play key 
roles in the higher cost of newer 
exhaust rings.

OPEC accord a historic turning-point: Sheikh Ali 




VIENNA, Nov 29, (Agencies): 
Three months after silencing 
tneir battlefield guns, Iran and 
Iraq have declared a truce on the 
oil front by joining an OPEC 
production pact in a move which 
could improve the atmosphere at 
their stalled Geneva peace talks. 

Twelve days of intensive talks 
in Vienna resolved one of the 
most bitter disputes between the 
two countries which have signed 
a ceasefire agreement in August 
but have yet to make real peace 
— how much oil they can pump 
under OPEC's output ceiling. 
Agreement 

The deal clinched yesterday 
give Iraq a political triumph by 
meeting its long-standing 
demand to be able to produce as 
much as Iran, with output q uotas 
for both set at 2.64 million 
barrels per day (BPD) under an 
18.5 million BPO ceiling. 


The agreement ends a two- 
year rift within the Organisation 
of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries during which Iraq's refusal 
to accept a lower quota than Iran 


kept it out of OPEC pacts, help- 
Ifl prices. 

Oil analysts .said the accord 


mg to depress world i 


reflected Iraq's rising military 
and political clout since a series 
of battlefield victories over Iran 
that led up to the August 20 
ceasefire. 

Truce 

But it also served the interests 
of Iran, Saudi Arabia and other 
Gulf Arab producers by putting 
a lid on Iraq's ambitions to boost 
oil output even further and sur- 
pass Iran as OPECs second lar- 
gest oil producer after Saudi 
Arabia, they added. 

“What it signals is a kind of 
truce on the oil front," .said 
Mehdi Vara, senior analyst at 


Kleinwort Benson Securities in 
London. 

“The pact has removed a 
major bone of contention bet- 
ween Iran and Iraq, with neither 
winner nor loser. This could have 
a positive psychological impact 
on the negotiations in Geneva,” 
he added. 

Pierre Terzian, editor of the 
Paris-based energy newsletter 
Petrustrategjes, caned the OPEC 
accord the Brat significant Iran- 
Iraq agreement since the 
ceasefire. 

“It is not just an OPEC accord 
but an Iran-Iraq agreement that 
faithfully reflects the new 
balance of power in the Gulf," he 
said. 

Tangible 

The Geneva peace talks 
opened in August but quickly

World Bank approves $1 ,25b for Argentina 


THE World Bank a _ 
three loans and modifietfa fourth 
— together totalling $1.25 billion 
— on October 27 to support key 
parts of the Argentine govern- 
ment's economic programme, 
according to World Bank News. 

A total of $700 million of 
' quick-disbursing policy-reform 
loans ($300 million for trade and 
$400 minion for the banking sec- 
tor):are included in the package. 
These funds are expected to be 
disbursed in several instalments, 
or “tranches." over the next year, 
in line with reform measures 
undertaken by the government 
The loans also include $252 
million for power sector invest- 
ments and $300 million for a 
housing sector project 
The power sector loan is 
scheduled to be disbursed over 
the next two years and the hous- 
ing sector loan over the next five 
years. 

“We believe this is a first step 
in a direction of significant struc- 
tural adjustment for Argentina, 


we felt we wanted to help Argen- 
tina and that this type of package 
made sense and would be a step 
toward accomplishing some 
major structural adjustment in 
Argentina." 

■ The $300 million loan for trade 
policy reform is the second - 
World Bank lending operation in 
support of the government’s 
programme to further integrate 
Argentina into the world eco- 
nomy.

The World Bank modified a 
$400 million loan, originally 
approved in March 1988, to help 
increase deposits and raise con- 
fidence in Argentina's banking 
system; restore the system’s 
capacity to channel and allocate 
credit, and reduce spreads and 
cost of credit.

The government has been 
introducing key policy reforms, 
supported by the World Bank 
loan, to deregulate the hanking 
sector, enhance financial inter- 
mediation by the private banks, 
and strengthen thor supervision.

In March, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer Nigjel Lawson was 
hailed as the invincible economic 
wizard who had cured the British 
economy of high inflation, 
unemployment and interest 
rates. 

But government figures issued 
last week showed the current, 
account deficit had quadrupled 
to £2.43 billion (54. 5 billion) in 
October, prompting the ninth 
interest rate hike since June.

With that spectre of higher

Although Lawson maintains 
otherwise, that strategy does not 
yet appear to be working, and 
critics say it is a painful way to 
cure Britain's economic ills. 

Ironically, those ills stem from 
too much of a good thing: an 
extraordinary consumer boom 
brought on partly by the Lax cuts 
Lawson announced in March. 

The big risk is that the higher 
interest rates will prompt a reces- 
sion. the critics say. . 

Lawson, who has promised a 
soft landing next year for the 
overheating economy, came 
under particularly sharp attack 
Friday when the government 
announced the current account 
deficit, which includes “invisible 
trade" such as services. 

The ensuing interest rate 
increase brough the benchmark 
rate to its highest level in nearly 
four years. Stock prices plunged 
more than two per cent Friday, 
and the pound moved higher 
against foreign currencies. 

“Certainly, theeconomy is not 
’ the way he wants its,” Leo Doyle, 
a British economist at the Lon- 
don investment firm Kleinwort 
Grieveson Ltd., said in an 
interview.

Services 

The US Gross National 
Product (GNP) — its total out- 
put of goods and services— grew 
at an annual rate of 2.6 per cent, 
or 525. 7 billion, between July 
and September instead of the 
previously estimated 2.2 per 
cent, the Commerce Department 
said. The market had expected a 
revised 2.8 per cent. 

The upward revision was par- 
tly due to higher consumer spen-

US economy grows 2.6pc in third quarter 


WASHINGTON, Nov 29, 
(Reuter): The US economy grew 
at an annual rate of 2.6 per cent, 
or $25.7 billion, between July 
and September instead of the 
previously estimated 2.2 per 
cent, the Commerce Department 
reported today. 

The upward revision in the 
growth rate of the US Gross 
National Product (GNP), its 
total output of goods and 
services, was mainly due to 
higher consumer spending and 


IBM receives 
$237m settlement 
from Fujitsu 


NEW YORK, Nov 29, (Reuter): 
International Business Machines 
Corp will receive S237 million 
from Japan's Fujitsu Ltd in set- 
tlement of a long-standing legal 
dispute over copyrights on IBM 
software, arbitrators in the case 
said today. 

IBM had charged Tokyo- 
based Fujitsu with “extensively 
copying" key IBM software used 
to operate mainframe com- 
puters. 

The arbitrators announced 
today that Fujitsu would pay 
IBM the $237 million in a lump- 
sum payment plus interest 
adjustments for continued and 
future use of the software the 
company developed based on 
IBM software. 

Settlement 

The two companies said in 
statements they were pleased 
with the settlement. Analysts had 
predicted IBM, which is based in 
Annonk. New York, could 
receive up to SI billion in the 
agreement. 

In the future, IBM said, 
Fujitsu must independently 
develop its own software 
programmes and will not have 
access to various IBM software 
advantages. But Fujitsu will be 
allowed to pay to examine cer- 
tain IBM programming 
materials for a transition period 
under tight security.

The GNP implicit price 
deflator, a broad measure of 
inflation, rose at a 4.7 per cent 
annual rate in the third quarter 
instead of 4.4 per cent estimated 
previously, while the more highly 
regarded GNP fixed weights 
price index rose at a 5.1 per cent 
instead of 4.9 per cent. 

Last year, the deflator rose at a 
3.3 per cent rate, while the fixed

Bahrain revamps its trade laws 
to set up major arbitration centre 


BAHRAIN. Nov 29. (Reuter). 
B ahr ain is revamping its trade 
laws to set up a major arbitration 
centre with the aim of mediating 
in disputes betw een businessmen 
from all over the world.

Zainalabcdin said Bahrain 
would uTge international law 
firms to set up on the island jnd 
would seek an internationally - 
known figure to be the centre’s 
director.

New Zealand thrash India

BOMBAY, Nov 29, (Reuter): 
All-rounder John BraceweU, 
already the star of the five-day 
second Test, skittled out two of 
India's last three batsmen today 
to give New Zealand a 136-run 
victory. 

The Bombay win levelled the 
three-match series and gave New 
Zealand only their second Test 
win in India. The first was at 
Nagpur during the 1969-70 
series. 

In the second innings Brac- 
ewell, 30, took six wickets for 5 1 
runs to end India's second 
innings at 14S, just 21 minutes 
and 34 balls after the start of play 
today. The Aucklander took two 
for 8 1 in the first innings. 

The victorious captain, John 
Wright, said Bracewell's perfor- 
mance was the best exhibition of 
spin bowling he bad seen from a 
New Zealand bowler. 

BraceweU also performed 
creditably in the batting, hitting 
two crucial innings of 52 and 32. 

Colleague Richard Hadlee fin- 


ished the second innings with 
four for 39 and the Test with 10 
wickets, the ninth time he has 
achieved this feat. 

But the day and match belon- 
ged to BraceweU, who started 
India's slide in the morning when 
they resumed the innings at an 
overnight total ofl37 for seven, 
needing 145 runs to win. 

He clean-bowled Kiran More 
for two in the fourth over. 

Patel feU to Hadlee in the next 
over to let last man Narendra 
Hirwani put up the only fight by 
driving Test cricket's highest 
wicket-taker through extra cover 
for three runs. 

BraceweU ended the match in 
the foUowing over by getting Hir- 
wani to sweep him to Ewen Chat- 
field at deep backward square. 
Arshad Ayub remained not out 
on four. 

On Sunday BraceweU bad a 
profitable partnership with 
Chatfield, putting on 29 runs for 
the last wicket BraceweU had put 
on 69 runS with Ian Smith in a 


ninth-wicket stand earlier that 
morning. 

The two stands added 98 runs 
to the total and puUed New 
Zealand out of trouble when they 
were tottering on 182 for eighL 
“Those 98 runs for our last two 
wickets, I think, had a very bad 
psychological efTect on the 
Indians,'' said WrighL 
BraceweU and Danny Moris- 
son put on a record 76 runs for 
the ninth wicket in the first 
innings when New Zealand were 
in trouble on 181 for eighL 
He took four wickets on Sun- 
day, including that of all-roun- 
der Kapil Dev when the Indian 
was threatening to stage a rescue. 
Kapil hit an aggressive 36 before 
being brilliantly caught by 
WrighL a dismissal which the 
New Zealand captain called one 
of the crucial ones of the match. 

Indian captain Dilip Veng- 
sarfcar blamed himself and his 
other batsmen for the defeaL 
“I played a rubbish shoL" he 
said of his own dismissal.

World number two Ivan 
Lendl, teenager Andre Agassi, 
Boris Becker and Stefan Edberg 
complete the line-up of tennis's 
top rive. 

Jakob Hlasek of Switzerland, 
Frenchman Henri Leconte and 
American Tim Mayotte join a 
field bereft of grand old 
American Jimmy Connors and 
Sweden's Kent Carlsson due to 


mjuries. 

Wilander, whose spectacular 
year has ensured him the world's 
number one ranking and the 
S800.000 first prize in the bonus 
pool, has played a leading role in 
this stormy season. 

The 24-year-old Swede ended 
the tranquil, three-year reign of 
Lendl as number one — just three 
weeks short of Connors's all- 
time record of 159 weeks — by 
beating the Czechoslovak in a 
five-set final at the US Open.

NZCC 
to decide 
on tour by 
England 

WELLINGTON. Nov 29. 
(Reuter): Foreign Minister Rus- 
sell Marshall has said it is up to 
the New Zealand Cricket Coun- 
cil (NZCC) to decide whether to 
allow a tour by an England team 
which includes players with links 
to South Africa. 

“The decision on the tour is up 
to the cricket council to make." a 
spokeswoman for Marshall said 
today. 

The London Evening Stan- 
dard newspaper reported yester- 
day that Marshall had asked 
cricket council chairman Barry 
Paterson to abandon plans for 
the tour. 

The spokeswoman said Mar- 
shall would not comment on any 

discussions with the council. 

“But he hasn’t told them to call 
it off.” she said. 

England asked the council to 
host a mini-tour after an 
England team tour of India was 
called ofT because of players with 
South African connections. 
There was no mention of South 
African links when England 
made a full tour of New Zealand 
a year ago. 

Paterson told Reuters the 
council had had talks with Mar- 
shall iast week. 

- Incorrect 

“I have had discussions with 
Mr Marshall but I can state that 
the information (that Marshall 
asked the council not to go ahead 
with the tour) is incorrect,” he 
said. 

He said they talked generally 
about the tour and how it might 
affect the 1990 Commonwealth 
Games in Auckland. 

“Obviously there is some con- 
cern about England coming. It 
w as the responsible thing to do to 
raise the matter,” he said. 

Paterson said the council's 
delay in deciding on the mini- 
tour had nothing to do with Mar- 
shall.
